The Burbank Potatoe Quadrupled World Production in One Year. Luther Burbank never needed a lot of space. In his lifetime he con-

DENNIS ROBERT HOAGLAND, 1888-1949, was the inventor of the “four salt Hoagland solution” from which all HYDRO.

Working under the scientific assumptions of the early 1900s, Dr. Hoag- 
land's world assumed four things:

PERIOD” (length of time under light and dark), (2) ““THERMO-PERIOD™ (length of time under temperature variation), and 
most importantly (3) “NUTRIENT PERIOD" (length of time under a given nutrient configuration).

CAPACITY” (C.E.C). The CATION EXCHANGE CAPACITY of 2 soil medium is the ability’ of that medium to ABSORB AND RELEASE a nutrient solu- 
tion, The cation exchange capacity of the soil medium protects the root system and allows {t to produce thousands more root structures, producing then 
sands more square inches of root surface area. The greater the root surface area, the more efficient the nutrient uptake for faster frowth.

The show is produced by Quantum 
Media, Inc., a company owned by 
WWOR-TV(a subsidiary of MCA)and Bob 
Pittman, former head of MTV. A self- 
proclaimed boy-wonder, Pittman has 
already shown his penchant for formu- 
lized media garbage with his handling of 
MTV. Now he wants tocreatea talk show 
for the wrestling audience. In Downey 
he's found his perfect tool. 

Downey has a proven flair for media 
stunts. In 1986, while working as a host 
of a radio talk show in Chicago, he 
crossed the Mexico-Texas border with 
43 illegal aliens. “If we can’t defend the 
border from illegal aliens, who can we 
defend it from?” asked Downey, imply- 
ing Texas was under imminent threat 
from foreign invasion. 

This stunt brought him to the atten- 
tion of Pittman, who was looking for an 
Ed Anger-type (a rabid columnist for the 
Weekly World News) to launch on TV. 
Pittman’s careers barely off the ground, 
but he already has plenty to answer for. 
Although he takes credit for “creating” 
MTV in his press releases, Pittman ac- 


tually had little to do with creating the 
show since it was in pre-production 
before he joined Warner-Amex Satellite 
Company. However, a short time later, 
Pittman had successfully catapulted 
himself above his superior, thus earning 
him a reputation as a dangerous corpor- 
ate shark. Last year, when Pittman 
founded his own record company, the 
announcement was made with a full- 
page ad in Billboard heralding Pittman’s 
past achievements. “The guy is an un- 
ashamed self-promoter,” said a Warner's 
executive. “One of the most egotistical 
guys | know.” 

Naturally, when HIGH TIMES got a 
call from Quantum last December ask- 
ing us to appear on Downey's show, we 
decided to stroll into the belly of this 
beast. The subject was urine testing, 
and Jon Gettman from NORML, Dr. John 
Morgan of the City University of New 
York, and Jeremiah Guttman of the 
American Civil Liberties Union (ACLU) 
were also invited along.

RAFFIN-EAT

Last spring, when a siting study done 
by a New York consulting firm failed to 
pinpoint a single “suitable” location in 
Oklahoma to potentially host a low-level 
radioactive waste facility for the Central 
states region, citizens in four other 
states within the compact arrangement 
were outraged. The reason? Not includ- 
ed in the study's waste-producing re- 
cords was a vast amount of uranium 
sludge and other material generated at 
two Kerr-McGee plants. 

But as it turns out, that oversight (a 
citizens’ group, the Arkansas Alliance, 
uncovered it by a simple check of De- 
partment of Energy waste-shipping re- 
cords) was only thetipof the iceberg sur- 
rounding Kerr-McGee’s current prac- 
tices for disposal of the nuclear waste 
emanating from its Sequoyah Fuels Cor- 
poration (SFC). 

For many years SFC had been dump- 
ing what they called “treated raffinate 
waste”, about five million gallons worth, 
into deep-injection wells. This practice 
was stopped by appeals to Oklahoma 
authorities primarily from peopleamong

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the Cherokee Nation, within whose 
boundaries it was occurring. Simultane- 
ously, however, and still ongoing, the 
corporation has dumped at least 11,000 
pounds ayear of liquid uranium waste in- 
to the confluence of the Illinois and 
Arkansas rivers. This has been allowed 
under a permit granted in 1982 by the 
Oklahoma Water Resources Board, 
whose overseers include Robert S. Kerr, 
Jr., also a board member of Kerr-McGee. 
(Robert Kerr Ill is the state's current lieu- 
tenant governor.) 

The Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy cited the Sequoyah plant 21 times in 
1984 and 1985 for exceeding the amount 
of waste-dumping allowed under a 
Federal permit and, after a Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission (NRC) investi- 
gation revealed contamination along 
the riverbanks and suggested “a better 
method of transference,” the SFC plant 
simply constructed a pipeline directly in- 
to the water. Last year, when the Native 
Americans for a Clean Environment 
group of Vian, Oklahoma requested a 
public hearing on whether to renew the 
expired state permit, Kerr-McGee 
stopped it with an injunction on grounds 
that this was an NRC matter. A letter 
from the NRC to a member of the Native 
American organization then revealed 
that the water board’s permit actually 
allows up to 312,000 pounds of legal 
uranium dumping annually; 11,000 was 


simply the purported average. The 
Cherokee Tribal Council, owners of the 
banks and bed of the river near the SEC 
plant, is now planning a lawsuit to try to 
stop the practice. 

In the meantime, Kerr-McGee has 
come up with yet another waste- 
disposal plan—turning radioactive 
uranium waste into farm fertilizer under 
a new program licensed by the NRC. By 
adding barium salts to the evaporation 
ponds where the waste is held, SFC 
claims to achieve a tremendous reduc- 
tion of radioactive particles. Setting up a 
1,690-acre test plot last year, SFC began 
dumping treated raffinate waste onto 
open pasture land and grazing several 
small herds of cattle on it. SFC data sub- 
mitted to the NRC showed no significant 
differences in raffinate versus commer- 
cially-fertilized pastures, and eventually 
the cattle were sold and shipped to local 
slaughterhouses. The Food and Drug 
Administration, responding to a com- 
plaint, revealed SFC’s method of pre- 
venting buildup in the cattle of any of the 
21 different heavy metals still in the raffi- 
nate —a system of pasture rotation and 
sophisticated feeding schedules which 
prevented any toxic materials from 
overaccumulating. Yet rumors persisted 
that the carcasses of one test herd had 
been disposed of, adding fuel to con- 
tamination fears. By the summer of 1986 
the presence of cattle had dwindled and,

DUTCH BULLDOG 
CURBED 


In an unprecedented crackdown late 
last November, Dutch police moved 
against the popular Bulldog Coffee 
House chain, Holland's largest string of 
dope-and-caffeine dispensing empor- 


iums. Mounting a DEA-style entrapment 
operation, Dutch undercover cops ar- 
ranged for a large-quantity hashish buy 
at the Bulldog warehouse and then 
dropped in for the bust, hitting both the 
storage facility and the five Bulldog 
public premises simultaneously. 

While officially illegal, the sale of 
hash and related substances has been 
tolerated in Amsterdam’s coffee houses 
for years, much as public prostitution 
has been allowed to flourish in recog- 
nized red-light districts. These activities, 
along with the widespread gambling ac- 
tion available to tourists, have given Am- 
sterdam the aura of a “wide open city,” 
thus making it a magnet for European 
fun-seekers. There has been some spec- 
ulation that the pressure for this police 
action came from the disapproving U.S. 
government, which loves to give Soviet- 
style advice to client states on what they 
should or should not allow their citizens 
to do. Not so, according to HIGH TIMES 
Senior Editor Ed Rosenthal, who was 
passing through Amsterdam at the time. 

“The real pressure,” Ed theorizes, 
“seems to be coming from other Euro- 
pean Economic Community countries, 
such as Belgium and Germany—who 
have contiguous borders with Holland 
—and France, whichis only a short train 


ride away. There already is a great influx 
of young people from those countries in- 
to Holland, and within the next two years 
—when E.E.C. passport holders will be 
able to pass freely across member- 
countries’ borders —that flow is expect- 
ed to turn into a torrent.” Apparently, it 
was the prospect of this off-to-see-the- 
wizard conga-line snaking into Amster- 
dam that caused these continental kill- 
joys to put the nudge on the happy 
Hollanders. “I think this might be the 
‘Crystal Night’ for Amsterdam — the be- 
ginning of the end,” Ed says. 

So far, the effects have been mostly 
cosmetic. Shuttered for only a short 
time, the Bulldogs quickly reopened for 
business and within two more days had 
resumed their customary, only slightly 
surreptitious hash-slinging. What did 
disappear, however, was all public evi- 
dence of dope availability at these and 
other similarly inclined coffee houses. 
Dutch police have ordered the removal 
of all signs, posters, window-stickers, 
menus, etc. that announce or describe 
the drugs on sale. They can still se// 
the stuff, they just can’t solicit your 
business. The traffic continues, it’s 
just a little quieter. Is this only the 
| first squeeze of a steadily tightening 
| stranglehold? @ 


despite strong opposition from the sur- 
rounding farming community, Kerr- 
McGee went ahead with a purchase of 
7,700 acres from Monsanto Ranch Pro- 
perties to further develop the “pasture 
enrichment” program. 

Today the principal crop of the com- 
pany's agricultural experiment is hay 
forage for cattle. Tests conducted by en- 
vironmentalists of hay grown with the 
treated waste has found higher levels of 
the heavy metals molybdenum and 
nickel than in commercial fertilizer. 
Although the waste “product” has not 
been approved for sale, NRC records in- 
dicate it might eventually be the cheap- 
est, most ideal method for getting rid of 
millions of gallons of low-level radio- 
active waste. But stories persist of 
damage to wildlife in the surrounding 
area—an abnormal frog with five extra 
legs, a two-headed blackbird showing 
upata bird-feeder, and goats, cattle and 
other animals dying mysteriously. Until 
this year, a large percentage of the hay 
was burned. Now, in what passes for a 
Philanthropic gesture, Kerr-McGee is 
donating thousands of bales of the hay 
to the Navajo Indians being forcibly relo- 
cated by the Government in the Big 
Mountain sector of Arizona. (For years, 
Kerr-McGee also “donated” uranium 
tailings to Navajo land around Shiprock, 
New Mexico, where health problems 
have since been severe.) @

The HIGH TIMES contingent arrived 
early, was given VIP treatment, and 
seated before the regular audience. We 
were, however, forced to walk through a 
metal detector, and the Downey staff 
confiscated several signs, including 
“Mort Tests Positive, He’s a Dope.” 

Before the taping started, a staffer 
came out to check the mood of the 
crowd. “How many are in favor of urine 
testing?” he asked. The response was 
lackluster. Either most of the crowd was 
opinionless, or they were being in- 
timidated by_a mere 12 long-haired, 
scruffy HIGH TIMES contributors. 

Downey made his usual entrance, 
pacing quickly past the audience and 
onto the stage. From the minute he 
walked in, it was obvious where the 
Downey shills were in the crowd. They 
had been carefully placed at the back so 
as not to stand out too much. 

“Let me tell you something,” began 
Downey. “They're tryin’ to blame the kids 
for drugs in this country, but that’s a lot 
of crap. It’s the older folks. Those are the 
ones makin’ the bread, and those are the 
ones who need to be wiped out like ver- 
min. Drug testing...is that the answer? 
Let's find out!” 

The first 15 minutes of the show was 
pretty boring. Downey gave the anti-drug 
spokespeople a chance to state their 
position, and most were real wishy- 
washy. The only comic relief was provid- 
ed by The General, who kept shouting re- 
buttals to Downey's statistics. 

Downey: “One out of five Americans 
use drugs regularly.” 
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However, during the second commer- 
cial break, six security guards surround- 
ed The General and physically dragged 
him out of the studio. The message was 
Clear: if the HIGH TIMES crew kept it up, 
we'd all be tossed out. 

Even Downey's anti-drug “experts” 
were waffling on random urine testing 
Ed Fox, a drug rehabilitation counselor, 
didn’t support it, and neither did Yvonne, 
a recovering drug addict. Governor Pete 
DuPont phoned in to suggest high 
school students get tested randomly, 
and was treated with a loud round of 
boos. Downey backpedaled by trying to 
separate marijuana from the issue. 

Downey: “‘Let’s forget about mari- 
juana.” 

Gettman: “No, let's start with mari- 
juana. Any settlement on the drug issue 
has to accommodate the marijuana 
smokers.” 

Downey: “But that guy selling mari- 
juana is theonewhowants tokick you up 
to harder stuff.” 

“Not really.” 

Several times the audience was treat- 
ed to the sound of “I Want To Take You 
Higher” by Sly and the Family Stone, 
while seeing footage of an Amtrak train 
crash. The accident, which occurred on 
January 4th, 1987, resulted in 16 deaths, 
and the blood of the driver was found to 
contain a THC metabolite. 

Dr. Morgan repeatedly tried to explain 
this did not mean the driver was high at 
the time of the crash. “Drug testing does 
not show impairment,” said Morgan. “It 
only shows that someone may have 


smoked a marijuana cigarette up to 30 
days before the test.” 

Cornered once again, Downey turned 
tohis clipboard.

WHY MARIJUANA 
WILL BE LEGALIZED

cuses on marijuana, and how danger- 

ous it is supposed to be, rather thana 
straightforward discussion of why people 
ought to be jailed for something they do 
at home. Recently a new twist has been 
added to the suppression of marijuana 
smokers—denying them jobs on account 
of off-the-job marijuana use. The backlash 
to urine testing makes the legalization of 
marijuana inevitable. 

Controversy has clouded the impor- 
tant questions about marijuana smokers. 
Why do they use marijuana and why are 
they still considered criminals? People 
use marijuana because they like it; many 
find it a safe alternative to alcohol. They 
are considered criminals because the gov- 
ernment refuses to acknowledge their 
rights to make their own decisions about 
marijuana use—which they do, despite 
the laws. 

Firing an employee for using marijuana 
at home is as unjust as firing an employee 
for reading Das Kapital. Arresting a cou- 
ple for smoking marijuana in their bed- 
room is as unjust as arresting them for 
using contraceptives. Discriminating 
against an American in employment or 
housing based on their contemplative 
practices is as unjust as discrimination 
based on religious beliefs. 

Marijuana prohibition makes a mock- 
ery of freedom and privacy, and when the 
public understands this there will be dras- 
tic changes in attitudes about marijuana 
legislation. The moral cost of hypocrisy 
commands change in a free, democratic 
society. The political costs will simply be- 
come too great to bear. A lot of political 
capital is invested in the morality of re- 


P ublic debate about marijuana laws fo-

specting privacy, as evidenced in the Bork 
hearings. 

The Democratic Party has been in a 
state of confusion over the last twenty 
years. They adopted almost all the policy 
positions popular with the young in the 
1960s except marijuana legalization and 
thought that was enough to win their 
loyal support in the coming decades. In- 
stead they saw Nixon and Reagan gain 
two-term presidencies. Jimmy Carter is 
the only Democrat to win the White 
House during the last twenty years, and 
he ran on a platform that included mari- 
juana decriminalization. 

Many marijuana smokers, as yet, do not 
vote. The Census Bureau reports that 
only twenty percent of young whites, for 


example, voted in 1986. Most marijuana 
smokers, young and old, are disgusted 
and cynical about a political process that 
denies them the same privacy rights of 
other Americans. This has been the goal 
of the Reagan anti-marijuana policies, 
‘openly referred to as a program of sup- 
pression by the Justice Department. Iron- 
ically, the commission appointed by 
Nixon in 1972 which endorsed marijuana 
decriminalization cited increasing disre- 
spect for the law and our legal system as 
the most dangerous consequence of 
criminal marijuana laws. 

Itis urine testing that is quickly moving 
the marijuana issue to the top of the na- 
tional agenda by making marijuana illegal- 
ity a pocketbook issue. These tests are 
making otherwise good, competent em- 
ployees angry, resentful, frustrated, and 
ready to assert their political rights. 

‘As urine testing spreads during the 
next two years this resentment will find 
its voice in public protest, transforming 
the controversy over marijuana into a 
populist debate over privacy, freedom, 
and land use—real values all Americans 
treasure. When marijuana smokers take 
their grievances directly to the public, 
sympathetic politicians will find the cour- 
age—that is, voter support—to chal- 
lenge prohibition. 

The legalization of marijuana is inevita- 
ble because the moral and political costs 
of sustaining it are simply too great. It is 
inevitable because urinalysis-based dis- 
crimination provides marijuana smokers 
with a grievance. Historically, large pop- 
ulations who are defined by their com- 
mon grievance are the most powerful 
political force in America. @ 
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EPILEPTIC’S 
NEED FOR 
LEGAL POT

Canadian Terry Parker's life has been 
marked by a series of horrible misfor- 
tunes. He has suffered from almost all 
possible types of epilepsy, from grand 
mal (the horrifying seizures one usually 
associates with epilepsy; eyes rolling 
back, violent physical jerking), to petit mal 
{also called absence—where the epilep- 
tic suddenly becomes completely un- 
aware of his surroundings and may or 
may not go on to pass out), to “myclonic 
Jacksonian” seizures (where the victim 
acts “robot-like”) 

He has suffered ineffectual brain sur- 
gery twice, and has been placed on the 
usual heavy doses of antiepileptic drugs, 
all of which have unpleasant side effects. 
Itis a grim but little-known fact that about 
25 percent of all epileptics cannot be 
helped by conventional medication. 

One drug, however, really does help 
control his seizures: marijuana. Parker 
found that smoking pot in conjunction 
with his usual anticonvulsants (mysoline, 
dilantin, and tegretol) significantly de- 
creased both the frequency and the se- 
verity of his seizures. 

He also found that it helped him better 
deal with the “prodrome”—the time im- 
mediately preceding a seizure—which he 
described in a 1983 interview as follows: 
“First there's the feeling of being invaded 

by a ghost or evil spirit. It takes 
possession and controls me. | get 
nauseated. There's a tingling sensation 
in my arms and legs. The movement 
inside becomes more violent. My eyes 
jerk back; my arms and legs become 
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detached. | have no control over myself.” 

Parker decided that, as several cancer 
patients and people with glaucoma have 
been allowed to use legally prescribed 
marijuana, he would apply for permission 
as well 

But things did not work out as planned 
The Toronto medical authorities sub- 
jected him to a nine-week in-hospital 
study in Toronto's Addiction Research 
Foundation (ARF), in which he was “not 
able to leave, subjected to daily EEGs, 
bloodwork, needles in your head,” the 
works. He was told the substance he was 
being given was marijuana. In fact, he 
was given only THC 

But THC is not marijuana—there are 
many other psychoactive ingredients in 
pot, few of which have been synthesized 
and studied. 

The THC study—at the cost of nine 
hospitalized weeks in Terry Parker's al- 
ready less-than-happy life—was incon- 
clusive. It showed neither a positive nor a 
negative effect for marijuana on Parker. 
The doctors concluded that he just 
wanted to get high and that pot has no ap- 
preciable effect on epilepsy. 

When Parker realized that THC, not 
marijuana, had been used in the study, he 
channeled his frustration and anger into 
more research. He talked to scientists all 
over the U.S. and Canada and acquired 
reports of studies on another constituent 
of marijuana and its effect on epilepsy. 

This ingredient is cannabidiol—or CBD 
for short —and in two studies done in the 
early eighties and published in the Jour- 
nal of Clinical Pharmacology, it showed 
significant anticonvulsant effects. “A 90

percent success rate,” said Dr. Paul 
Consroe, a collaborator in one of the 
studies. 

But Parker could not find a Canadian 
scientist to undo what the ARF study had 
done: as far as Canada was concerned, 
the case of marijuana’s efficacy on epi- 
lepsy was closed, 

‘Scarred by frustration and forced to live 
on a tiny government pension (since his 
uncontrolled seizures made it impossible 
for him to work), Parker continued to re- 
ceive pot and treat himself with it illegally. 

During the ten years since he discov- 
ered that marijuana helped him, he has 
been busted five times on charges rang- 
ing from cultivation to '-gram posses- 
sion(for which he hasalready doneseven 
days time—the case is still pending). 

He has spent much time and money 
fighting for the right to lead a somewhat 
normal life, but Canada’s legal system 
has responded by draining him both fi- 
nancially and emotionally. He is little 
closer now to his goal of legal pot for epi- 
leptics than when he started in 1977, de- 
spite a preponderance of evidence in his 
favor. 

Smoking pot allowed him to go from be- 
ing on a disability pension to holding a 
productive job as an apprentice mason. 
He does not smoke on the job and has 
been assaulted by a system whose con- 
tradictions maul what they are supposed 
to protect.

Downey quickly called for a commer- 
cial. When the show resumed, he vented 
his obvious frustration on Gettman. 

Downey (ranting): “You can hype your 
organization with all you're trying to 
shove down with your fancy Brooks Bro- 
thers suit! It doesn’t mean crap! All the 
hippies look like this! We have cleaned 
ourself up and we are with society!” 

Downey moved on to Carlo McCor- 
mick. “What about this guy who looks 
like Marianne Faithful? | used tolook like 
that,” he said with a smile. 

“You're pretty scary looking yourself, 
Mort,”’ said McCormick. 

“1am,” agreed Downey. “Just 
remember that when you meet me ina 
dark alley. Howie, get your camera on 
this guy, the acid prince of HIGH TIMES.” 


Sean Morton Downey, Jr. was born in 
1923, the son of Sean Morton Downey, 
Sr., a well-known singer and radio per- 
sonality, and the actress Barbara Ben- 
nett. He grew up in Greenwich, Connec- 
ticut, Beverly Hills, and London, and 
spent his summers in Hyannis Port, 
Massachusetts, playing softball with 
the Kennedy kids. 

Downey's pampered, rich-kid lifestyle 
was interrupted by the divorce of his 
parents in 1931. His father won custody 
in a bitter, public battle, after accusing 
Bennett of heavy drinking. A problem 
child, Downey was sent to military 
school. “I only saw my father three or 
four times a year,” he says. 

Aided by his father’s connections, he 
pursued a career in singing and song- 
writing. “I'd met a group of Okies who 
were singers,” he says, “and we playeda 
lot of country and rock 'n’ roll. ’'d written 
songs before that for Patti Page and Ed- 
die Fisher. Not being a person who gives 
up easily, decided | was going tokeep at 
it until | had a gold record. ‘Boulevard of 
Broken Dreams’ sold a million copies 
and | went on the Dick Clark Caravan.” 

Downey ran out of money in El Paso, 
Texas, and took a job as a disc jockey. 
Before long he was fired. The following 
year, in 1959, he spent 90 days in jail for 
writing bad checks. Though he claims 
his financial problems were orchestrat- 
ed by his father, Downey says jail was 
the turning point in his life: “The best 
lesson | ever had.” However, after being 
released, he burned his way through 15 
deejay jobs in three years, getting fired 
from each one. 

Downey had gotten his first taste of

THE POLITICS OF 
MARIJUANA: 1988

In light of some of the more serious 
issues we face these days—nuclear 
arms build up, the mid-East crisis, 
AIDS, famine in Africa, apartheid, and 
the stock market crash, not to 
mention the fervor with which we're 
destroying our environment—the 
marijuana issue is pretty tame stuff. 
And since marijuana arrests dropped 
in 1986, while other drug arrests 
increased, there isn’t much fervor for 
change 

But this being a presidential 
election year and the end of the 
Reagan administration, there ought 
to be some thought given to the 
marijuana legalization movement. 
After all, by government admission 
there are 30 million regular pot 
smokers out there; marijuana is the 
nation's leading cash crop and tens of 
millions of people each year since 
1985 have been subjected to the very 
insidious practice of urine testing.

They call this a choice? 


HIGH TIMES called the major candidates for their views on the marijuana issue, Needless to say, no one supports 
decriminalization for personal-use growers. The most extreme position is represented by Gov, Pete DuPont (R), who 
supports random drug testing for all high school students. The most liberal stance, however, is offered by Rep. Richard 
A. Gephardt (D), who favors legal marijuana for medical use only. Gephardt believes we should drug test those 


individuals holding jobs involving public safety.

That last one really throws me. How 
the practice of investigating personal 
waste ever got accepted in a country 
which prides itself on individual rights 
is beyond comprehension. The only 
thing | can think of is that the world is 
in such a shambles that any time 
somebody tells us they've got a 
solution, we leap first and ask what 
the problem was later. It's a time of 
insecurity and lots of people are 
looking for blankets. 

When Reagan announced that two 
million government employees were 
going to be urine-tested for the 
presence of drugs, he put the 
imprimatur on private-sector testing. 
And if there was a little personal- 
privacy invasion which went with it, 
well, hell, only drug users would 
complain. Let's not quibble about the 
Constitution. The theory was that by 
creating a climate of fear—fear of the 
positive test which could potentially 
ruin a career—the drug users would 
be forced to stop whatever they were 
doing and the drug problem would go 
away. In practice, smokers—having 
gotten used to the idea of living with 
fines in most states for simple 
possession—found themselves 
outcasts again, the hard fought 
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victories of the '70s wiped out by a 
countermovement in the '80s 

So marijuana and the personal- 
privacy issues damned well ought to 
be brought into the debate in the 
upcoming elections. But they won't be 
unless sornebody sees to it that they 
are. “I could probably go up to Capital 
Hill right now and talk to the aides for 
all hundred Senators,” says Jon 
Gettman, national director of the 
National Organization for the Reform 
of Marijuana Laws (NORML), “and 
probably get a lot of them to agree 
with me [about the legalization of 
marijuana]. But they're not going to go 
out and pass bills until there's public 
support. Politicians don’t lead, they 
follow.” And while Gettman doesn't 
see marijuana reform eclipsing the 
major topics of debate this year, he 
does see change on the horizon. “! 
don't see any problem in making this 
an issue in the next few years. | have 
between 30 and 50 million regular 
smokers out there who don’t want to 
be criminals." NORML is one of the 
few organizations trying to educate 
people to the political realities of the 
marijuana controversy. Unfortunately, 
most smokers know little about the 
organization. 


A BRIEF HISTORY 

NORML has been fighting to legalize 
marijuana since 1971 when a young 
lawyer, Keith Stroup (rhymes with cop), 
fresh from working with Ralph Nader's 
National Commission for Products 
Safety, received a $5,000 grant from 
Hugh Hefner's Playboy Foundation to get 
his project off the ground. At that time 
Hefner had never smoked but was 
intensely interested in anything which 
related to the issue of personal privacy 
and the rights of the individual 

Armed with Playboy's money, his own 
persona and the connections he'd made 
while working with Nader's group 
Stroup and his followers began lobbying 
for marijuana reform. The time was ripe 
for it: marijuana had long since spilled 
out of the ghettos and underground and 
was being used or at least tried by huge 
segments of the general population 
Other lobbying groups, Amorphia and 
LeMar in California, Blossom in 
Washington State, among others, were 
moving toward state-law revisions; 
Stroup saw NORML making a national 
change. He pointed out the system's 
inequities—that what might get you a 
suspended sentence in Oregon could 
get you 40 years in Texas, and often 
did—demanded to be heard at 
Congressional hearings and caught the 
spotlight. He was charismatic and 
politically savy. By the end of the first 
year of NORML, Playboy upped its ante 
to $100,000 yearly and Stroup was 
becoming nationally known 

In 1972 Nixon's hand-picked National 
Commission on Marijuana and Drug 
Abuse released its findings. It was the 
most exhaustive study of marijuana ever 
conducted in the United States; and the 
commissioners included two U.S. 

0 U.S. representatives, a 
Republican governor, and various 
public-health officials, scientists, and 
law-enforcement officials. Here is what 
they discovered: 

“There is no evidence that 
experimental or intermittent use of 
marihuana (sic) causes physical or 
psychological harm. The risk lies 
instead in the heavy, long-term use of 
the drug. particularly of the most potent 
preparations. 

“Marihuana does not lead to physical 
dependency. No torturous withdrawal 
symptoms follow the sudden cessation 
of chronic, heavy use. Some evidence 
indicates that heavy, long-term users 
may develop a psychological 
dependence on the drug. 

“The immediate effects of marihuana 
intoxication on the individual's organs 
or bodily functions are transient and 
have little or no permanent effect. 
However, there is a definite loss of 
some psychomotor control anda 
temporary impairment of time and 
space perceptions 

“No brain damage has been 
documented relating to marihuana use, 
in contrast with the well-established 


damage of chronic alcoholism. 

“A careful search of literature and 
testimony by health officials has not 
revealed a single human fatality in the 
United States proven to have resulted 
solely from the use of marihuana.” 

Within a year Oregon became the first 
state to decriminalize the possession of 
less than an ounce of marijuana. The 
following five years were an exciting 
time for reformers: in the summer of 
1975 five more states officially 
decriminalized and even in those which 
didn’t, harsh jail sentences were 
reduced. The political game was 
growing heady. Tom Forcade. yippie 
turned publisher, founded this 
magazine and began contributing to 
NORML; Stuart Mott, heir to the Mott 
fortune, became a contributor; Bill 
Buckley wrote columns and spoke on 
television calling for marijuana reform 
as away to get smokers involved in the 
political system; New York's Ed Koch 
submitted a bill for the 
decriminalization of marijuana in that 
state and Governor Jimmy Carter 
promised to call for national 
decriminalization if elected. And in the 
center of it all was Stroup, the outlaw 
lobbyist, making the scene, providing 
information and assistance to his 
acquaintances in Congress, learning 
the system, manipulating the media, 
providing headlines. 

But Stroup was beginning to believe 
in himself a little too uncritically: he 
‘once spoke on television as pro- 
cocaine; and when a plan to have Chip 
Carter testify in New Mexico for 
marijuana reform went awry—Carter had 
evidently agreed but had later been told 
that that was not something a 
President's son did—Stroup took it not 
only as a lobbying loss but as a personal 
affront and leaked the story to the 
press. Further, he indicated that 
members of Carter's personal staff were 
smoking dope and perhaps the police 
might make a few arrests over at 1600 
Pennsylvania Avenue. Which made him 
ahero in some circles but effectively cut 
any ties he might have had with the 
White House. 

By 1978 decriminalization bills had 
passed in eleven states. NORML and 
the other pro-marijuana groups had 
essentially decriminalized possession 
of small amounts of marijuana in the 
United States; there were still states 
which could hold you for short periods of 
time for possession of an ounce in 
county jails, but no one was being sent 
to state or federal penitentiaries for 
simple possession anymore, and few 
were holding people more than 30 days. 
Which, while it wasn't legalization, was 
far better than it had been eight years 
earlier, It appeared that those states 
which had reduced or eliminated jail 
terms were only a step away from 
decriminalizing altogether, and those 
which had decriminalized were headed 
toward legalization. 

And then, in December of '77, at 


NORML's annual party, held ina 
Washington, D.C., townhouse that year 
and attended by such luminaries as 
Christie Hefner, Robert Kennedy's son 
David, Hunter Thompson, and President 
Carter's senior drug advisor Peter 
Bourne, the beginning of the end fell 
into place. In an upstairs room reserved 
for very special guests—which included 
several reporters, all of whom were 
sworn to secrecy—Stroup and Bourne 
rolled up a dollar bill and snorted 
cocaine. The act represented somethin 
of a truce between the two men whose 
relationship had become strained over 
the paraquat issue, and it would prove 
the downfall of both. 

When Bourne was later caught, in'75 
in a scandal for writing phony Quaalude 
prescriptions for a friend, Stroup took 
the opportunity to add fuel to the 
scandal by leaking—so the story goes- 
the cocaine bit to Jack Anderson of The 
Washington Post. It was a chance for 
Stroup to retaliate for what he saw as 
Bourne and Carter's backpeddling on 
marijuana reform. The childish action 
was a mistake. Bourne was already 
finished, but NORML was seen as out of 
its political depth and Stroup as out-of- 
control. The lobbying group was 
effectively damaged and the pendulum 
began to swing in favor of those who 
had warned from the beginning that 
marijuana led to further drug abuses. 
The stage was set for a hard-liner like 
Reagan.

NORML AFTER STROUP 

During the following five years NORML 
went through a period of difficult 
adjustment, partly caused by the 
public’s change in attitude toward 
drugs—with Reagan's people calling for 
more arrests, dope smokers went back 
into the closet—but much of it caused 
by Stroup’s departure. “NORML was 
crippled by Keith's departure. We had to 
learn to get along without him. No 
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organization runs on one person's drive, 
ambition, charisma, and talent.” 

Stroup had been a prolific fundraiser 
and many of his contributors found 
other worthy causes for their money 
when he left. Much of the time between 
'79 and ‘82 was spent simply trying to 
find new sources of revenue. During 
those first three years without Stroup, 
NORML's budget fell from $500,000 
annually to just over $100,000. The 
organization had three different 
National Directors during those years, a 
period when, according to Gettman, 
NORML was “in the toilet.” 

During the fifth administration, under 
George Farnum, who had been one of 
Stroup’s aides, NORML begain to turn 
the corner. Farnum increased revenues 
for the first time since Stroup’s 
resignation, lending stability to the 
floundering organization. 

The man who replaced Farnum, Kevin 
Zeese, ran the organization for four 
years. A defense attorney—and still 
NORML's legal counsel—Zeese was a 
key player in the California Against 
Marijuana Planting (CAMP) suits; he 
continued the medical marijuana suits. 
was involved in the end of the paraquat 
issues, and challenged the military's 
right to urine test all personnel 
Although the last suit lost, it brought 
public awareness to the issue, and 
forced the military to tighten up its 
testing policies. Under Zeese, the 
NORMLIZER columns in HIGH TIMES 
started and the idea for NORML's 
marijuana magazine, Common Sense 
for America, was hatched. NORML was 
evolving from a lobby to an educational 
organization. 


AVISIT TO THE NORML 
OFFICE 


| wanted to meet the guys currently 
running NORML, to see what they were 
up to, and check the state of the reform 
movement. So in mid-December | made 
my way to their office in Washington, 
D.C. Enroute | gota little apprehensive, 
afraid they might be burnouts living the 
g00d life at the expense of indoor 
growers; it wasn't so. 

Iwas met at the office door by a clear- 
eyed, clean-cut 25-year-old who looked 
like he'd be more at home ina church 
meeting than working in the bowels of a 
pro-drug battle. He introduced himself 
as Doug McVay, NORML's newest staff 
member, and took me on a tour of the 
office: five cramped rooms filled with 
erector-set bookcases and file cabinets, 
all crammed with medical journals, 
government reports, and legal 
compendiums. The closest thing to an 
amenity was an old Mr. Coffee 
machine. 

Being the new man meant being the 
first one in: Jeff Edwards and Jon 
Gettman would arrive later. McVay 
poured coffee and told me how he 
managed to hook up with NORML. 
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“That's complicated,” he laughed. 
‘Seems he'd worked for NORML as a 
volunteer in college, then gone out to. 
work with the Oregon Marijuana 
Initiative (OMI), met Jon while with 
them, and when an opening cropped up 
with the National NORML, he moved to 
Washington. 

The phone interrupted us: a street 
minister had been busted with a joint 
and needed legal advice. McVay gave 
him the name of one of NORML's 
lawyers and wished him luck. 

“You say the guy got caught fora 
joint?” | said. “Nobody hassles anybody 
for a joint anymore. 

“You would be surprised, Mr. Gorman. 
‘We get it all the time.” 

The phone rang again: this time it was 
an Ohio radio station asking Gettman to 
do a short interview at noon. Doug said 
he'd see what he could do. 

Just then the office door flew open. 
and a thin, blond-haired, slightly 
frantic 30-year-old came in, smoking a 
cigarette. | thought it might be Gettman. 
He came over and shook my hand. 

“Peter Gorman, right? Jeff Edwards, 
NORML's business manager. Glad to 
meet you.” He spoke quickly; while 
McVay was quiet and articulate, 
Edwards had the style of a front man. 
“Listen, I've got to prepare a package 
for Senator Alan Cranston’s office and 
get it right over to his staff. Anything you 
want, just ask.” 

And then he disappeared into an 
office. | poured another cup of coffee 
while McVay took more calls. There were 
requests for medical and legal advice, 
for general information, for information 
on how to volunteer for NORML. The 
phone probably rang 20 times the first 
hour | was there, and McVay was so 
‘smooth that no one on the other end 
could possibly have guessed how 
minimally-staffed, overcrowded, and 
generally chaotic the office really was. 

When Gettman finally did arrive there 
was no mistaking him: he was rugged- 
looking, wore a jacket and tie with 
jeans, and had an air of absolute 
confidence. He had brown hair and the 
dispassionate eyes of someone who 
knows exactly how far he wants to go, 
and how much effort he's going to need 
to get there. He muttered something 
about the traffic, sized me up from the 
doorway, then entered the room. 

“Jon Gettman. How are you? Grab an 
ashtray and come into my office where 
we can talk.” 

followed him into his office, a low- 
ceilinged room crowded with two desks 
and an easy chair, more bookcases and 
two computer terminals. Between 
answering morning messages he told 
me the story of his first connection with 
NORML. It seems he'd been working at a 
paraphernalia store when Stroup's 
cocaine brouhaha broke. In the 
aftermath of that incident, he sent 
Stroup the store's fanciest inlaid coke 
straw with a note: “Keith: Next time you 
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get caught in a scandal of national 
Proportions, do it with style.” 

“Later, when we met, Keith thanked 
me for it. He said it was one of the few 
bright spots of an otherwise dismal 
month.” 

It wasn't until a few years later that he 
became a NORML volunteer. He was 
attending college at the time. “Well, | 
had time on my hands and | felt that 
having sold rolling papers and pipes for 
eight years at the head shop, it was time 
Istarted doing something for the 
smokers rather than just making money 
off them.” 

From volunteer he became 
bookkeeper, then business manager, 
then assistant director under Kevin 
Zeese, and finally, when Zeese gave up 
the post, national director. 

His story was interrupted by a call 
from Channel 9 in New York. The station 
wanted to know if Gettman or a pro- 
marijuana lawyer would be willing to 
appear as a guest on the The Morton 
Downey Show. Gettman told them to call 
back. “I'm not sure about the Downey 
show. He always tries to get his guests 
into a shouting match. That may not be 
the right image for us.” 

Since Gettman arrived at NORML, 
membership has grown each quarter; 
the magazine he and Zeese cooked up, 
Common Sense for America, has 
become a reality; and his plan to turn 
NORML into an educational 
organization rather than a political 
action or lobbying group has taken 
effect. “What we've gotta do is fight the 
ignorance and hysteria surrounding 
marijuana, and to do that we've got to 
educate,” he said. | assured him! was 
essentially on the same side of the 
argument. 

“The thing is this: the public didn’t 
care about the marijuana issue when 
Reagan became president. When he 
leaves they're going to care about ita 
great deal. His advisors are saying 
‘more and more arrests!” and two weeks 
later they're saying, ‘Oh, Ginsburg used 
it but that was just a youthful 
indiscretion.” A lot of Reagan's policies 
have been discredited.” 

Just before lunch, Gettman did the 
radio show. He was clear on his 
positions, intelligent, and to the point. 
Listening to him talk about marijuana 
reform it was difficult to imagine that 
it’s still a controversial issue. 

“Well itis,” he said when | remarked 
onit. “Rational argument never results 
in societal change. Politicians don't 
lead, they follow. If can demonstrate 
widespread support for marijuana 
reform, it'll happen. The system will 
take care of itself. So that's my first 
order of business. Rally the troops. 
We've got to fight for our rights.” 

When | left the offices late in the day, 
Iwas impressed. It's a lot of work for 
three guys to try to handle. But more 
than just NORML, | was impressed with 
the issue. Living in a decrim state, it's 
easy to forget. Until | think about urine- 


testing and invasion of privacy, and the 
fact that growing pot in almost every 
state in the union isa Class A felony 
punishable by a forfeiture of property 
and life imprisonment. Not many people 
spend their lives in jail for pot anymore, 
but they can. And lots of people who 
aren't going to jail are losing their jobs 
or not getting jobs, or living with a little 
more fear than they ought to live with. 

The Reagan administration has gone 
all out to bring back the ‘Killer Weed’ 
mentality that Anslinger created when 
he sought—and succeeded—in making 
marijuana illegal in 1937. Our hard- 
fought victories of the '60s and '70s are 
terribly undermined by the big brother 
urine-testing of the '80s. As 
unfathomable as it might seem, there 
were 361,000 marijuana arrests last 
year. 

There are stirrings which indicate a 
new wave of reform could begin. In 
Oregon, OMI is collecting signatures to 
get on the ballot. There's a possibility 
marijuana could be legal there by 1989. 
In Arkansas they're in the same boat, 
while in Idaho, Minnesota, and 
Michigan they're getting close to being 
given ballot space. When one state 
falls, others will follow. 

But don't wait for the politicians to do 
something, because they won't. HIGH 
TIMES called every major candidate, 
and not one had a clear-cut, intelligent 
policy or program to deal with the 
marijuana issue. The politicians will 
continue to side-step this issue for as 
ong as possible. Our only alternative is 
to organize and do it ourselves. @ 


‘THE OMI INITIATIVE 

The OMI Initiative calls for the 
complete legalization of up to 3 plants 
and 4a Ib of dried marijuana. 
Possession of more than 3 plants would 
remain a Class A felony, punishable by 
forfeiture of property and life 
imprisonment. 

Each individual who wants to grow or 
possess marijuana in Oregon—limited to 
individuals 24 and over—would apply 
fora permit. Applications would be 
made at the Department of Health ata 
cost of $50.00 per year and would be 
anonymous, Monies collected would go 
toward establishing Drug Rehabilitation 
Centers and Drug Education Programs in 
the state. Potential revenue for these 
programs during the first years would 
reach 5 to 15 million dollars.

atherman to know which way the wind blows? 
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N® PROBLEM ? 


No Problem is the unofficial motto of Ne- 
gril, Jamaica. No Problem is the answer to 
all problems. Nothing is a problem when you 
come to Negril. Everything is laid out for 
visitors to have a hassle-free, fun vacation. 
Anything goes. Want ganja? No Problem. A 
‘woman? No Problem. Want to get totally 
spaced out, take off your clothes, rub coco- 
‘nut oil all over your body, and babble about 
the mysteries of the universe? No 
Problem. 

However, No Problem is no solution for 
‘the two big problems plaguing the village— 
cocaine, and U.S. helicopter firebombings 
of local ganja fields. Although the political cli- 


mate is not volatile enough to call Jamaica 
the next Haiti, it's hard to think of many 
ways to screw things up any worse. 
Negril’s two bummers can be traced to its 
lifeblood—tourism, and its deserved rep as 
the Alternative Tourism haven of the west- 
ern hemisphere. After its discovery by hip- 
pies in the early '70s, the small, peaceful 
fishing village of Negril was quickly trans- 
formed into Sex 'n’ Drugs 'n’ Reggae Music 
Central. The '60s-style stoned-out hippies, 
with their reverence for nature and pot, 
were followed a few years later by their 
"70s-style stoned-out: equivalents. That in- 
troduced the disco lifestyle to the area, 


which brought down cocaine, gangsters, 
smugglers, and, last but least, yuppies. Ne- 
gril had become The Hippest Place In The 
World To Get High. 


By the 1980s, Reagan's War On Drugs 
had made Negril a prime target. When the 
U.S. helicopters arrived and began their 
raids on Jamaican pot fields, they took spe- 
cial aim at Party Central. At the same time 
the cocaine trade was increased for the de- 
manding visitors to get their thrills. As the 
80s come to an end, what was originally a 
haven for pot smokers and hippies is full of 
cokeheads and yuppies. 
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Native Jamaicans are not allowed to 
view the natural beauty at Xtabi, 
featuring one of the most spectacular 
views of the cliffs in Negril, but it’s 
there for your enjoyment.

Maurice “Red” Lynch, the 
first Rastafarian in Negril: 
“Tused to be a professional 


dancer. I used to live in Kingston | 


for years, and did a lot of dancing 
on the stage. I knew Bob Marley 
back then when he was a young 
singer. I used to win a lot of first 
prizes for rock'n'roll music. I 
didn’t like Jamaican music. It was 
more like the rhumba, and the 
younger people didn’t like that. 
So when the rock’n’roll came, oh 
man! It hit Jamaica! The jammin’ 
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and movin’—you know. 

“T traveled in the States a 
couple times. I did three or four 
years in the United States 
Marines. I was stationed in 
Guantanamo Bay. I was a barber 
alittle after the revolution. 

“I was born here, and I grew 
up in Kingston, but I always liked 
the country life and the country 
feelings. So, after I traveled I 
came back here, which was 
around 1970. That was the same 
year that the hippies started 
coming here. We used to wake 


up and see them sleeping all over 
the rocks. So we got together 
with the hippies and shared our 
herb. We used to smoke and get 
high together, and you know that 
spiritual feelings you get when 
you smoke the ganja, that 
brought us together. I was sick 
at the time. I had an ulcerous 
stomach, and hemorrhoids, and 
then started living the natural 
life. The natural foods started in 
my system, so I got right into 
the Rasta culture, you know. 
And I felt better. Getting into 


those natural foods—that’s what 
made me feel so good. Of all the 
things about this life, that’s what 
means everything to me. What 
I’ve learned from the natural 
foods and the hippies, you know. 
Tlearned about sprouts and 
things. In Jamaica we didn’t 
know anything about sprouts. 

“UFOs—yes, yes, yes. 
Several times here. I and my son 
Mark. Well, we had one of the 
most strangest experiences up 
there. One night, this thing 
appears like a star. And it always 
shines. It’s a kind of red, green, 
and gold light all the times. One 
night about two o’clock, I and my 
son Mark, we were watching 
this light, and I said, ‘Look at 
that. I believe it’s a star.’ And 
then I said, “But I’ve never seen 
a star change that color.” 
Meanwhile, while we were 
talking, we saw another one 
coming and it opens up and the 
other one went right in the small 
light, traveled and came and 
went right in this other big one 
and it closes. Both of us saw 
that. You could ask him.” @

Although our government says 
there are no American 
personnel, we have all seen 
them. I’ve been told by people 
that when they land, they have 
their standard .45 Army issue 
strapped to their hips. In Jamaica 
they don’t carry standard .45s. I 
think it’s violating our 
constitution. Whatever they’re 
trying to achieve, it’s wrong. 

“The majority of Jamaicans 
say, ‘Get rid of the cocaine and 
the cocaine barons.’ Marijuana is 
anatural thing, you know. 
Cocaine is really destroying a lot 
of Jamaicans. A lot. It has 
reached a point where even in 
the schools, children are 


| snorting and freebasing and shit 


like that. When they want more, 


| they haven’t got the money to 


buy it, so hence the crime link. 
They go and steal, kill. They 
have not reached the 
proportions of, say, New York, 


| and I hope to God that it doesn’t 


reach that proportion. So this is 
why people are saying ‘Let's kill 
the cocaine trade NOW.’’@

the busy season, from December to April, 
when Negril nightlife is going full blast, 
hearty partiers need their coke to stay wide 
awake so they can get as drunk and stoned 
as possible, and enjoy all the fun. 

Although the tourists are the primary 
market for the white powder and you would 
figure that the black market would take care 
of the traffic control, local Rastas swear the 
CIA is droppingit on the island in an effort to 
destroy their culture. It’s as hard to argue 
against that possibility as it is to believe it. 
The heaviest street rumor going around 
while we visited Negril was that Peter Tosh 
was shot by a man who took a gun rap for 
him fifteen years before, and when he came 
to collect, Tosh wouldn't pay the money 
originally promised in the deal. Most Rasta- 
farians believe the government was behind 
the Peter Tosh murder, as part of the same 
vicious plot against their culture as the co- 
caine trade. Whether the Peter Tosh mur- 
der was a government plot, random 
violence, or Rambo business gone sour, 
what you can’t argue with is that Tosh’s 
murder, the coke, and the helicopters are 
ruining Rastafarian culture, replacing it with 
the same boring death culture that’s stalking 
America. 

Negril Rastas believe the helicopters are 
bombing the ganja plantations to promote 
the cocaine trade. When you consider the 
sacred reverence they give to their herb, 
the helicopters might as well firebomb 
churches. To many Jamaicans outside the 
Rasta culture as wel, the warfare against Ja- 
maica’s ganja is as horrible a military ma- 
nuever as could be imagined. Perhaps the 
‘one group most terrified of the helicopters 
are those most dependent on the tourism 
business, especially the rich foreigners. 
‘They worry that if the campaign continues, 
their business will suffer. 

It’s important to keep in mind that not 
everyone in Negril, or on the island of Ja- 
maica, likes reggae music and supports the 
Rastafarian culture. The Rastas represent 
the same minority counterculture as hippies 
in the 60s. Most locals prefer American mu- 
sic, and not everyone in Jamaica smokes 
pot. The majority of Jamaicans appear to de- 
sire what middle class Americans have—the 
color TV with VCR, a two-car garage with 
an automatic door opener, microwaved 
ding-dongs, central heating and plumbing, 
and two weeks vacation to spend in Negril. 
Many Jamaicans are proud of the Burger 
King and Kentucky Fried Chicken fran- 
chises on the island. However, unlike that 
other country in love with U.S. culture, Ja- 
maica is so technologically backward that 
there is no Xerox machine in all of Negril. 

Very few locals expressed support for the 
helicopters’ impossible mission to wipe out 
the isiand’s, and the world’s, drug problem, 
but believe it or not, they are there. These 
locals, like many Americans, figure that 
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drugs are a serious problem, that drastic ac- 
tion has to be taken against them, and the 
only people getting hurt in the aerial raids 
are people involved in illegal activity. Ac- 
cording to the apologists, the helicopters 
are only spraying the plants, or uprooting 
the plants with the ‘copters’ propellers. 
‘They don’t believe the accounts of napalm 
being used against the people in the hills. 

The spraying, burning, and fire-bombing 
has been going on for along time now. When 
a published report claimed political pressure 
was put on Jamaican Prime Minister Seaga 
by the Reagan administration to spray para- 
quat a few years ago, the swamp areas near 
Negril and Black River were named as 
prime ‘argets in the War On Drugs. Ameri- 
ice experts estimated in the early 
"80s that ten percent of the U.S. pot supply 
came from Jamaica, and the U.S. State De- 
partment identified Jamaica as the third- 
largest source of marijuana. A Jamaican 

ial was quoted in 1985 as saying that 
U.S. cificials “feel our efforts are not as 
strong as they could be. Normally we go in 
and slash and burn.” Although the efforts 
have obviously been stepped up, it’s too lit- 
tle too late. The American indoor-growing 
revolution has made imported Jamaican pot 
less in demand. The bombing of Jamaican 
fields comes about twenty years too late to 
put a dent in American marijuana use. What 
hasn't changed is Jamaica's strategic posi- 
tion as an ideal transit point for Colombian 
cocaine. Nothing is being done to stop the 
cucaine in Jamaica, however. 

So, the aerial warfare goes on and on, 
wiping out food crops along with the subsis- 
tence farmers’ pot crops. And the Jamaican

taia” ar, watchin helpless horror as their sa- 
crce plants go up in smoke. The price of 
ganic is going up as the shortage continues, 


‘ery few locals involved in the ganja 
ess are in a position to profit from the 
ed prices. 

The only way for the islanders to get back 
at ‘he ‘copters would be the use of small 
arms or rocket-launchers, and there is much 
talk about how to accomplish that next step. 
But the islanders are too poverty-stricken 
to fight back with expensive technology like 
rocket-launchers, and although Cuba is only 
90 miles away, they haven't started giving 
them away... yet. Besides, escalating the 
war is the last thing Jamaicans want. They 
know that would hurt the tourism business, 
and Jamaica lost a lot of money a few years 
ago when political unrest scared tourists 
away. 

Jamaicans want No Problems. They just 
want to be left alone. They want things the 
way they were—the farmers grow the 
ganja, the hustlers sell it to the tourists, and 
the tourists have a good time. But as longas 
no action is taken by those of us in the States 
to stop the bombing of Jamaican ganja fields, 
the firebombing will continue. Andas longas 
American tourists want cocaine, there will 
be two big problems in the land of No 
Problem.

“Listen to this. I’ve been in 
the hills, mon, and seen people 
running with their babies from 
fuckin’ Reagan’s helicopters 
down here, dropping those 
fuckin’ bombs, thrown by 
Americans. And people in their 
houses—most Jamaicans who 
have a field don’t live in a house. 
They live in a hut. So even if it’s 
alittle house, it looks like a hut. 
These guys don’t care whatever 
it fucking is. They burn it up. 
They don’t expect Jamaicans to 
live in shit like that. So they’re 
burning it up thinking there’s 
ganja in it. And then burn up a lot 
of fuckin’ people! Yeah! They 
drop a fucking grenade on it! 

“At least your government 
actually allow us to make it 
[Negril] an ideal vacation spot. 
Because we continue to hustle 
you people with bullshit like 
ganja. But your country, people 
get high on all kinds of shit, even 
more than us. We think 
Americans smoke far more pot 
than Jamaicans smoke. We only 
are trying to be so generous to 
have it for them. 

“Tf you're going to come down 
here, and you're not buying a 
little ganja, there’s this 
struggling crowd of people 
who're going to hustle your ass 
off, mon. They’re going to find 
some way to really—if it’s 
Reagan himself, they'll jack his 
pants off. I’m telling you. If 
Reagan comes down here with 
Nancy, he probably loses 
Nancy. 

“Yeah, I mean, I’ve seen, 
right here in my own 
community, my own town, it’s 
like I’ve seen young guys like

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Whatever anger Jamaican people feel 
about the helicopters or cocaine is 
directed at Seaga and Reagan. Other 
than the helicopters, coke, and yuppie 
scum, it’s strictly No Problem in Negril. 
The helicopters make it difficult for 
farmers to grow enough to export over- 
seas, but there is plenty for tourists. (Be- 
sides, any area that advertises Mrs. 
Brown’s Mushroom Tea and Jenny’s 
“Special” Cakes as “Specialty Items” in 
its tourism literature has to beat the top 
of the HIGH TIMES’ list of places to 
visit!) 

They know how to treat visitors 
here—you'll feel like a king! If you're 
looking for the ‘round-the-clock party 
and the nightlife, the tourist season is the 
time to visit—from December to April. 
That’s when there are lots of parties, 
bare-breasted beach bunnies, crowds of 
people everywhere, live reggae music 
allover, anda party atmosphere second 
to none. That's Negril: Sex "N’ Drugs 
"N’ Reggae Music Central. However, if 
you're looking for Negril: Pot-Smokers’ 
Paradise, be daring! Visit during the off- 
season. 

There are drawbacks to visiting 
Negril in the off-season. Like any tourist 
town, the energy level drops off. In 
Negril, that mostly means the nightlife 
slows down. Some clubsand restaurants 
close up completely. For some people, 
that's just fine. One couple we met were 
havinga great time on their honeymoon. 
The island is never more romantic than 
when two people have it almost to 
themselves. 

Enough places stay open to keep you 
from getting bored, and there are good 
reasons to go during the off-seasons. 
Some of the seedier hustlers disappear 
when the crowds do. Prices for every- 
thing from pot to crafts are lower, and 
there are no long lines for restaurants. 
And at times, it feels as if the entire

island is there for your benefit. It’s as 
peaceful and relaxing as you could ever 
wish a vacation to be. 

As far as copping a buzz goes, don't 
worry—there are so many local dealers, 
getting high is the last thing to worry 
about in Negril. 

The market in the center of town, just 
off the roundabout, can be a lot of fun to 
visit, but it’s also the biggest hustle 
around. Check it out, then comparison 
shop at the small shops on the highway 
cliffside. We found that the prices were 
better, and that the shop-owners were 
nice, friendly people. 

One of the best reasons to go in the off- 
season is to take advantage of the un- 
crowded beaches. So wake up early, 
grab your snorkeling gear, and hit those 
coral reefs! If your local resort can’t fill 
your scuba/snorkel needs, try Aqua- 
sports or the Negril Scuba Center at the 
Negril Beach Club. 

You have to be out of your mind not to 
check out the local music scene. Visit Er- 
rol’s Cassettes not far from the center of 
town, or Creative World Records near 
cliffside. Reggae singles are so cheap, 
picking up a few dozen will be No Pro- 
blem! If you're not sure which ones to 
buy, just pick up the top ten—you can’t 
go wrong. 

‘The thing you won't do in Negril is 
run out of things to do. While we stayed 
at Summerset Village, there were 
horseback-riding trips, white water raf- 
ting expeditions, bus tours to the water- 
falls, and more. They were building an 
entertainment center with a pool table, 
Ping-Pong, video games, and a TV 
room with satellite TV. But our favorite 
pastime was lying around in the sun and 
doing nothing, while getting hassled by 
noone. 

Yeah, it was a tough assignment 
covering the Negril beat, but someone 
had to doit. @

‘The story you are about to read happened | 


for one of these reasons—a person was 
caught by Jamaican police bringing mari- 
juana in or out of the country, buying it on 
the streets, or carrying it in a car. The vic- 
tim, who wishes to remain anonymous, only 
had four grams—two joints. Once the police 
booked him, he was called up before a judge, 
given a court date, handcuffed, and thrown 
injail. 

“While I was there I saw things I couldn’t 
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believe. We were in a 4’x 8" room with a 
ten-foot ceiling. One little 2' x 4’ window at 
the top. Very little air, no light. 

“They threw me in with all blacks—Afri- 
cans, Nicaraguans, Brazilians, When the 
guards pushed me in, they all went ‘White 
Man! White Man!’ I was the only white man 
in there. All of a sudden I could feel people 
touching me all over—checking to see if I 
had a wallet, to see if! had any money. Right 
away I started pushing them away. I hit one 


guy in the chest with my fist and knocked 
him up against the wall—I wasn't going to 
take anything because I knew if I took this 
stuff I was up for a lot more. 

“A lot of guys were cut up. It was a very 
common thing down there. Scars on their 
face, on their necks, on their heads. I saw 
guys get beat-up, and I saw ’em get 
stabbed. The guards would let them bleed 
onthe floor and then just hosedit down. The 
guards carry, like, baseball bats. I saw little 
kids with stitches on their foreheads, and on 
the crown of their heads where they'd been 
hit with sticks. It was deplorable. There 
were little twelve-year-old kids in there be- 
cause they were riding the bus and didn’t 
have the money to pay the fare. 

“The lunches weren't fit for animals. 
Chicken backs and rice every day. For din- 
nerit was chicken necks and rice. Andit was 
amad panic to eat for these guys. 

“I'd say there were eighty-five people in 
this cell block, in about ten rooms. With big 
iron doors with bars on them, with quarter- 
inch holes drilled in through for air. A dun- 
geon. And they put us in there for eighteen 
hours a day, There were four or five of us at 
atime in these little rooms. Nothing but two 
hard benches in it. Sometimes they stuck 
five of us in there. You'd have to sleep on the 
floor, with cockroaches all over the place. 
‘These guys peed on the floor, and the toilets 
were overflowing with human waste. 

“I can’t describe what they put people 
through. The urine smell. The human waste 
in the corners that were never cleaned. 
Cockroaches an inch and a half long—never 
seen anything like ’em. I'd stay awake at 
night with one of my shoes to kill them. I'd 
say [killed a thousand. There were millions, 
crawling up on the walls... Islept on the con- 
crete floor ‘cause I couldn't deal with the 
heat. If] slept an hour and a half every night 
I was lucky. The jail cells were 120 de- 
grees—no air. 

“As my time progressed in there, I 
learned the people you can bribe. You get to 
bribe some of the cops in there, and they'll 
let you out a couple of hours a night. But you 
gotta pay 'em heavy. Like twenty bucks to 
let you out for a little bit. They'll give you a 
beer or two because they're totally wasted 
‘on the twenty bucks you give 'em, 

“It's deplorable. There's no justice. The 
lawyers lie to you, the judges lie to you— 
they make it a joke if you're an American 
down there. I spent a small fortune down 
there. And I'm not done yet. I'm sure this 
ordeal has cost me a good five or six thou- 
sand dollars. [bribed so many people. It was 
all politics. They wanted me to spend my 
money in the jail, and bribe people—they’re 
all into bribery down there. I realize I broke 
the law. But two joints! There are mur- 
derers, dope pushers, heroin users, cocaine 
users, and they’re all in the same category 
down there. 

“Don't take anything with you, don’t buy 
anything while you're down there, If you do, 
you're at your own risk.” @

Brian Spaeth is the gardener with a paintbrush, 
the caretaker-guardian of this visionary 
landscape.

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John Shirley is a skinny, white, twitchy kind of guy, who has—along with the motley crew 
of other so-called “cyberpunk” writers (see November 1987 HIGH TIMES)—kicked 
some life into the science-fiction world's complacent butt in the last few years. Nowa 
ively mellow 35 (settled down with a wife and kid outside L.A.), Shirley has 
been writing glandularly urgent, street-soiled science fiction since he was an alienated 
teenager in Portland, Oregon. His first novel, Transmaniacon (originally published more 
than ten years ago and now out of print) showed a raw, energetic talent at work on the most important 
issues of the day—sex, drugs, and rock 'n’ roll. Those preoccupations still persist, but they've been joined 
by a sharp sense of socio-political awareness and a deepening concern for the fate of the human 
species. He describes Eclipse Penumbra (the novel from which “Six Kinds of Darkness” is excerpted) as 
a “futuristic thriller” that is “an intense exercise in trying to spelunk the depths of near-future social reality. 
It deals with issues of political and economic struggle—how political power emerges from economic 
power, and how those that seek power exploit basic tribal urges in human masses, like racism and 
militarism.” The story, which began in Eclipse (also available from Questar/Popular Library), will 
conclude next fall with Tota/ Eclipse. Other recent work includes A Splendid Chaos: An Interplanetary 
Fantasy (Franklin Watts), which he calls “a science-fiction adventure in a surrealistic landscape, in which 
an interplanetary setting is used as a staging area of metaphor,” and /n Darkness Waiting (NAL/Onyx), a 
gruesome horror novel that deals with “our easy capacity to suppress empathy.” Shirley has also been 
busily at work on several film projects (why e/se does anyone live in L.A.?), banging out a screenplay for 
underground filmmaker Charles Atlas, Black Glass (a Fellini-esque look at future performance art), a 
collaboration with cyberpunk hotshot William Gibson, called Macrochip, currently in development with 
Max Headroom producer Peter Wagg, and an adaptation of the Gibson story “New Rose Hotel” for 
producers Ed Pressman (Wall Street) and Malcolm McLaren (!) to be directed by Kathryn Bigelow, whose

The Secret Garden 


by George Lassen 


Violence is the last refuge of the incompetent. 
Salvor Hardin 


In order to succeed in growing pot, you must carefully plan for the 
security and concealment of your garden. You must make ita secret gar- 
den. The trouble with many secret gardens is that the people who have 
them do not keep them secret. The one rule to follow is, “Don't tell no- 
body nothing nohow—no matter what!” Time and time again I have seen 
‘one too many people told about a garden and then about one day before 
the harvest some rip-off artist gets the plants. Your hard work goes up 
in somebody else’s smoke. You have to be content with the deep inner 
satisfaction that comes with growing good plants and a successful har- 
vest, So don’t talk about it. Keep it a secret. 

A good way to handle the secrecy is to keep the information between 
you and your spouse or partner, and do all the work yourself. Now, in 
‘some cases this is not possible. For example, if you did everything right 
and you have a bumper crop, you might need to get some help drying and 
trimming. In a situation like this you still do not need to let anybody 
know the location of the garden, because you will want to grow there next 
year. You can farm out some of the trimming or take it to another 
location. 

Ifan outside partner is necessary, be careful. Problems with partners 
are the rule rather than the exception, the most common being laziness. 
There are more stories about non-performing partners than any others. 
Resolve all differences early, and be very clear about any sharing of the 
harvest, You cannot easily put this type of agreement into writing, but 
that is about the only way to keep things straight. A growing partnership 
is like a marriage. If you don’t genuinely like or respect your partner, i 
going to be a long time until harvest. More partnerships fail than 
succeed. 

‘After you see how much work it is to set up a garden, you will probably 
want to be able to use it for several years. There are many days of work 
involved in setting up a proper garden. Also, it usually takes a year to 
work the bugs out of a new garden, or learn the ropes if you are a new 
gardener. 


Selecting a Site 


Secret gardens can be almost any place. An outside garden is very 
tricky. The spot must receive adequate sun for the plant to grow well, 
and you must be able to get water and fertilizer to the location, but must 
be almost totally invisible from the air and difficult to stumble across by 
accident on the ground. I say “almost” because it is very difficult to be 
completely invisible from a helicopter. 

Sunlight may be the most important element in growing large, robust 
plants (assuming adequate soil and water are provided). Of course, the 
lack of any key element will limit the size of harvested plants. Similar 
gardens, differing only in the amounts of sunlight, consistently show the 
garden with more light producing bigger, bushier plants. 

It really pays to spend some time walking around looking for all as~ 


pects of your location, For security reasons you must pay particular at- 
tention to the air. If you have 100 degrees of clear view from any 
rection, you are likely to be busted or ripped off. Less than 50 degrees 
much better. 

Surveillance aircraft look mostly on south-facing slopes and along 
naturally occurring streams. Their logic is correct. These places are 
the most desirable and will produce the largest plants with the least 
work. Think one or two steps ahead of the law and rip-offs. Avoid these 
likely spots, or use them with care. 

For just a minute elose your eyes and think of yourself as a lawman 
flying over the countryside, looking for pot gardens to bust. You have 
been doing this for five years, and you know exactly what you are looking 
for... Okay! Did that scare you a little? Now when you go out there, 
keep that in mind with every step you take. Go the lawman one better. 
Dress up a little, so you look neat, rent an airplane, load up the Pentax 
with high-speed film, and take about fifty (or more) photos of the area. 
Before seeking a pilot, get a map of the area nearby and locate your prop- 
erty. Then mark out some land that is nearby, but not touching yours. 

Tell the pilot that you are thinking of buying some property and want to 
look at it from the air. Take out your maps and show the pilot the pre- 
marked area. Then direct the pilot to fly all around the area. Do this only 
in the winter or very early spring or you run the risk of upsetting other 
growers. They may even shoot you. 

I know a couple of honest growers in my local area who will scout out 
and photograph an area in ultralite aircraft for their customers. They 
charge for this service, and it is well worth the price for the extra piece of 
mind. 

Now, if you really want to scare yourself, fly back over your spots in 
the fall when The Crop is mature and see what the plants are like when 
they are six to ten feet tall. 

There are almost as many ways and places to grow as there are grow- 
ers. In the last few years the law has been inereasingly successful at 
finding marijuana gardens. As they define their techniques, they will 
probably do even better. 

Smaller gardens are harder to find (and hopefully not worth the trou- 
ble to bust). Many growers have taken to setting up plots that have only 
ten to twenty plants. They may have several of these small plots scat- 
tered over a large area to keep a low profile. 

Another approach is to scatter one- and two-plant minigardens over 
the countryside, taking maximum advantage of all natural cover. This is 
becoming increasingly popular and highly successful. There is a lot 
more work to it with fencing and water lines, but the results are worth it. 
A single plant with natural cover all around is extremely difficult to see, 
and this has proven to be the best method of concealing a garden. 

Many growers who want only two or three plants for their own use will 
plant in their vegetable gardens. They surround their marijuana with 
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com, sunflowers, staked tomatoes, and pole beans. Then they bend and 
tie down all the branches of the marijuana plant to make it look like alow 
bush. It works. People don’t see it. 

Then there are the somewhat more unconventional ways. One grower 
filled the bed of a tired old pickup truck with a high-powered soil mix | 
and planted in the truck. He had a two-way radio, and whenever he | 
heard that the law was in his area, or when he heard low-flying aircraft, |

he moved the truck from the full sunlight that the plant normally en- 
joyed, to a very secluded spot. His vigilance paid off in a successful 
harvest. 

Other growers have planted their entire crop in trees. They put a con- 
tainer in a tree or find a hollowed out stump, fill it with high-powered 
fertilizer and let mother nature take over. Tree planting has one big plus: 
almost no predators ¢ 


limb up there to eat the grass. This system does 


Problems with partners are 
the rule rather than the exception, the most | 
common being laziness. 


work, but it is more work than most people want to do. Watering seems to 
be the biggest problem. 

Whenever possible it helps to plant your crop with evergreens to the 
north and sunlight to the south. This helps to hide your garden and still 
provides good sunlight for growth. The fact that these trees are of a simi- 
[ar color and big enough to break up the view has helped hundreds of | 
growers. I know one fellow who crawls through aeres of manzanita and 
clears a spot for each plant far away from any other. These plants are 
iden so that they are almost impossible to see. Many growers are hid- 
ing their crops in young oak forests with regular, but not dense, | 


coverage. 
These people do lose a little in production because of reduced sun- 
light, but they more than make up for it in peace of mind. They will cut | 


down a few trees and trim selected branches to let in the required light. | 
The freshly trimmed stumps and branch ends are painted black so they | 
will blend into the natural cover and be hard to see. This approach has | 
been very successful. Planting in this way can still yield a half-pound | 
per plant—more if it is well tended. | 

Some growers have been experimenting with locating their plots on 
other than south- or southwest-facing slopes. This seems to work if you 
are not too far down a slope. It is important that the plants get at least 
eight hours of sun each day. Note the location of the sun in the early part | 
of November. If it is still a few degrees above the horizon on about the 
10th of November at 4:00 PM, you probably have enough sun for a 
successful crop. 

Waterlines are a dead giveaway to any secret garden. There are no 
statistics on how many gardens have been busted because of waterlines 
seen from the air, but it is one of the easiest things to spot, and ridicu- | 
ously easy to follow on the ground. Most growers will bury their lines if | 
they plan on using the same patch for several years. Another, more time- | 

‘suming, method is to move the lines each time the crop needs to be | 
watered. | 
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No matter how you deal with this problem, remember that your water 
lines must be as secret as your garden. This goes double for your water 
tanks. A water tank will almost always be visible from the air. Careful 
placement is a must. If the tank can be located near a regular garden or 
dwelling or some other structure, it may look like it belongs there and 
avoid unnecessary attention. On the other hand, if your garden is spot- 
ted and the water lines are followed back to the tank by your house, you 
might find yourself in a bit of a bind. 

Look for heavy natural camouflage and add to it. The only real way to 
take care of hiding the entire water system is to plan months ahead. All 
of the digging and hiding should be done early in the rainy season. That 
way Mother Nature will help to cover what you do by dropping more 
leaves and twigs. In the spring new growth will jump up all around, cov- 
ering whatever is there. Use anything that is lying around to hide the 
system: broken tree limbs, dead brush, and rotting logs, whatever you 
can find. Be imaginative. Avoid straight lines and clumps of things 
mounded together. Make everything blend with nature. 

Keep in mind that some rip-off artists are just as sophisticated as the 
law. They fly their own planes for spotting and come in with four-wheel 
drives, bolt cutters, and semi-automatic weapons. I don’t say things lik 
this to scare you, but unfortunately they are part of reality. If you don’t 
know about them and plan accordingly, you may be in trouble. I know 
many growers who keep a fulltime armed guard on their crops the last 
few weeks before harvest. They disappear if the law shows up, but they 
shoot at thieves. 

It truly saddens me that this wonderful and useful herb has taken on 
such a disturbing cloak of violence and greed. In the last two years, in 
the Great Northwest alone, there have been at least three deaths directly

connected with the growing of marijuana, and a number of other beat- 
ings and shootings. Remember, the bigger the crop, the bigger the 
problems. 


Security 


must be one of your major considerations in selecting your 
garden site. One little slip to the wrong person and your garden is gone 
forever! The first principle of security is to keep anyone from finding out 
about your garden. The second is to keep animals from destroying it. 

Do not protect your garden by booby trapping it! I believe that it is 
wrong to hurt people who may accidently stumble across your secret 
garden. 

Ifyou are growing on public land, or huge private timber holdings, the 
risk of discovery just goes with the territory. The act of hurting someone 
while you are growing on land that does not even belong to you is not 
acceptable. In fact, violence of any kind should be avoided. I do belicve 
that itis right to Lake steps necessary to stop a thief from ripping you off. 
But it's best to exercise caution. 


A dog is one of the best security devices you can find. A big dog! Two 
dogs are even better. One at each end of the garden. Dogs make a lot of 
noise, strike fear in the hearts of all animals, and send most two-legged 
predators on their way. | 

I know one grower who has dogs staked throughout his garden. They 
are chained in such a way as to overlap. He uses no fences and has no 
deer problems. People stay away, too. I heard of someone who built 
high, strong fences all around their garden and put in some big cats- 
three full-grown Bengal tigers and a leopard. That's fine, but imagine 
the food bill. The law had no trouble finding them because the operation 
was so big. 

Another popular security device is an item called a Ripstopper. This, 
is a commercial item that uses a radio transmitter to send out a wireless 
nal to a beeper device carried by the grower. The item uses a trip wire 
switch and/or a motion sensor. The alarm will sound even if the wires are 
The Ripstopper will send an alarm in a line-of-sight transmission of | 
uup to half mile (or more if the power supply is modified). This may not 
seem like much, but if it frees you to do other things within that range, | 
it’s worth it. A grower told me that, after sitting in his garden with a gun 
for two weeks, he could not stand it. He brought a Ripstopper. It sells for 
about $250 and comes with one motion sensor. You provide the 
e people build their own with greater range and much reduced 


cost 

Sometimes good karma alone will get you through. I heard a story 
about a grower with fifteen plants way out in the middle of nowhere. This | 
person went out to check his garden one day during the fall when his 
garden was in full flower but still three to four weeks away from harvest. | 
He was shocked to the point of panic when he saw fresh horse poop and 
two sets of horse prints within ten feet of his plants. He spent the next | 
forty-eight hours guarding his plants with a borrowed .357 magnum and 
fifty rounds of ammunition, all the time freaking out, thinking that there 
was no way he could ever shoot someone, and wondering what he would 
do if a thief showed up... armed? 

After two days of this justified paranoia, he went home and went to 
bed for a much needed rest. He let go... and, beyond belief, he har- 
vested all fifteen plants. This person obviously led a charmed life, and 
the odds of that ever happening again are beyond calculation 

Harvest can be a nerve-wracking time. However, often just the signs 
that “somebody's home” will be enough to stop rip-offs. With gates, 
fences. dogs. people, etc... you must stop other people from seeing the 
garden. If it is not seen, it will not have to be defended. 


Camouflage | 

Keeping your garden hidden means making the maximum use of 
whatever natural cover you have available, and supplementing it 
where necessary, Always consider the need for camouflage with each 
step you take in developing your garden, Strive to maintain harmony 
with the surrounding environment, 

Black plastic bags are highly visible from the air. If this type of con- 
ner is used, it must be painted with earth-tone colors. Black plastic is. | 
and reflects light as well as being a solid color that is not in har- 
with the environment. There is a company in Northern California 
that makes a camo sleeve to fit over a fifteen-gallon plastic bag, but 

spray paint is cheaper, faster and more reliable. 

Many farmers wear clothing that blends in with the environment. 
‘They avoid bright solid colors that stand out and are easy to spot from a 
distance. Some growers even go so far as to buy special camouflage 
clothing and hats from army surplus or specialty stores. | 


Trails in the woods need special consideration. Do not make obvious 
trails that lead directly to your garden. Tramping over the same path 
carrying hundreds of pounds of amendments will beat down vegetation 
and become highly visible from the ground or the air. Paths that run 
along forest edges or through the forest itself are hard to see. Go out of 
your way to avoid open spaces. Use rocks or fallen trees to walk on when- 
ever possible. Trails that go up and down a hill are more difficult to see 
from the ground than trails that go laterally along the contour of the land. 

One grower goes downhill to about 100 feet below and off to one side of 
the garden and then makes a kind of sharp V-shaped turn back up the 
hill to the plot, Ifyou have a fence, place the gate in an obscure location, 
Somewhere in the shade or surrounded by high bushes is best.

There is a type of camouflage netting, made out of nylon, that some 
growers have used. It is very light weight and lets a lot of light through 
the mesh. Unfortunately, from the air this stuff stands out like a sore 
thumb. The idea was to copy the tactics used in warfare to hide the crop. 
Forget it! Those people were not interested in letting in light, and their 
methods were much different. This stuff only fools ducks. 

There is one use that has worked. Hiding trails. The camouflage ma- 
terial is rolled out along a path. Dirt, leaves and twigs are then scattered. 
along its length. 

When talking about growing marijuana at our local fertilizer store, ir 
rigation equipment company, etc., many growers will talk about tomato 
plants instead of pot. Nobody is fooled by this ploy, but you will quickly 
find out if the other person is sympathetic to your cause by the way they 
act, And tomatoes (except for the fact that they are acid-loving) have 
many of the same biological needs. Many store owners and clerks love to 
play this game with you, so take advantage of the situation if it comes 
along. Some of them may even have a plant or two out on the south forty. 

Dobe careful of the other possibility, the clerk may be an agent of the 
DEA. I have never heard of this happening, but there is always a first 
time. Sting operations are not new. I know of two or three suppliers who 
carefully screen all prospective employees before hiring just to reduce 
the chance of this happening. Most suppliers want to protect your pri- 
vacy because it means dollars in their pockets. And dollars are dwin- 
dling with the increased success of the law in finding gardens and 
growers getting out of the business. One non-agricultural businessman 
told me that his business has dropped off 25 to 40 percent due to reduced 
marijuana farming, He does not like marijuana and has never used it, 
but he likes to make money. Marijuana does have a positive impact on 
the local economies in the areas where it is grown, especially where 
there are many small growers. One clerk was arrested for selling seeds 
after repeated requests from an agent posing as a grower. @

potent as a stand of Kansas hemp. 
Only it we stick together can we im- 
pede the forces of repression. 

DEA agents know that drug users 
are usually recidivists. Once they 
have an informer, they keep him on 
line by making sure he constantly has. 
skirmishes with the law so that the 
cops can trade freedom for informa- 
tion. The cops can squeeze and 
squeeze until the individual becomes 
a pitiful rag which the cops toss away 
into prison once they are done with 
him. Perhaps he will meet some of the 
“buddies” he squealed on in prison. 

Let this interchange be a lesson for 
all HIGH TIMES readers.

Dear Ed, 

Ihave only females of a superior strain. 
Can the plants be stressed to produce 
signs of hermaphroditism? | want seeds 
for the future when cloning may be im- 
practical

A reliable method of producing male 
flowers on female plants would be a 
boon to farmers and breeders alike. 
The male plant is the weak link of ev- 
ery breeding program. People spend 
hours deciding which females is 
breed, and then almost arbitra 
choose the male. Yet the male contrib 
utes half of the genetic material to the 
new plant no matter whether the prog- 
eny Is male or female. If male flowers 
could be included on female plants, di- 
rect female-to-female breeding pro- 
grams could be initiated. Of course 
the female plants would carry only fe- 
male chromosomes even though they 
have male flowers. Since the plants 
have no male genetic material all of 
the seed resulting from these crosses 
would be female. 

Ihave received a number of letters 
which claim that either aspirin or gib- 
berellic acid—available at some nur- 
series and mail-order companies— 
induces male flowers in plants. How- 
ever, in experiments which | per- 
sonally observed, these chemicals did 
not induce male flowers in various va- 
rieties of marijuana. Perhaps the tim- 
ing of treatments affects the results. 

Some plants which had only female 
flowers throughout the flowering cy- 
cle, produce male flowers as the fe- 
males are going through the last 
stages of ripening. 

Hermaphroditism is a result of both 
genetic and environmental causes. 
Some hemp-type varieties of cannabis 
have been bred to be monoecious. 
‘These varieties have been bred for un- 
iform fiber strength and uniform har- 
vesting, since there is little or no 
sexual variation in the monoecious 
types. In some varieties, a higher pro- 
portion of males is produced under 
short-day regimes at germination. 
Other reports indicate that more 
males are produced under stress con- 
ditions. 


Dear Ed, 

We have two questions. 

If marijuana has a gene for dwarfism, 
does it have one for giantism? 

We are having trouble with sluggish 
rooting of clones. Would application of 
rooting hormone to the mother plant 
help?

Itis possible that there is a gene for gi- 
antism. Researchers have not en- 
countered it yet. 

Remember the requirements for fast 
rooting of clones. 


1. Chemicals: Use a good rooting 
agent. Probably the most effective 
propagation promoter is Dyna-Gro 
Root-Gel manufactured by the Dyna- 
Gro Corp., Novato, California. Some 
growers swear by Olivia’s Propagat: 
ing Liquid. While Rootone does not 
seem to be as effective, it will do in a 
pinch. 

2. Fertilizers: After two days feed the 
cuttings with a low nitrogen (N) high 
phosphorous (P) fertilizer ¥/ strength. 
Increase fertilization to 1/2 strength as 
the first roots grow, and full strength 
grow formula as soon as vigorous leaf 
growth resumes. 

3. Temperature: Keep the tempera- 
ture in the rooting medium in the low 
to mid 70s. Horticultural heating ca- 
bles and pads and fish tank heaters 
can be used to maintain temperature 
in cool areas. 

4. Medium: Make sure that the cut- 
tings are kept ina medium able to sup- 
ply them with plenty of water and 
oxygen. Oasis floral foam cubes, ver- 
miculite mixes, rock-wool, and water 
have all been used as mediums. All of 
them can have great success rates 
with appropriate care. The easiest 
method is probably to start the cut- 
tings in water and place them ina solid 
medium as soon as the first roots bud 
from the stem. 

5. Oxygen: The stems and young 
roots require oxygen. Ordinarily, wa- 
ter has quite a bit of oxygen dissolved 
in it. That is what fish breathe. Shaking 
it up saturates it with oxygen. Rooting 
mediums should be saturated with wa- 
ter, but maintain air pockets. This is 
easily accomplished with vermiculite 
mixes. When water is being used as 
the medium it should either be 
changed daily, or oxygenated using a 
small aquarium pump and bubblers. 

6. Humidity: The cuttings should be 
kept in a high humidity environment. 
This can be easily achieved by placing 
a transparent cover over the rooting 
container. It should not be airtight, but 
it should be able to retain the high hu- 
midity. Make sure that the cover does 
not keep in too much heat. 

7. Light: The cuttings should not re- 
ceive as bright a light as vigorously 
growing plants. Place them three feet 
from HID lamps until roots are visible. 

8. Cutting Size: Cuttings can be 
made any size from ‘2 inch up. Soft 
stems root better than woody stems. 
Trim the larger leaves off the cuttings 
so that the stem’s ability to draw water 
is not overtaxed.

Is it possible to turn an indoor crop a 
yellow or gold color by leaving the plants 
in total darkness before harvesting them? 
Would doing this have any effect on po- 
tency?

Chlorophyll is the green pigment in 
plants which Is used in photosynthe- 
sis. This Is the process which com- 
bines elements from water (H,0) and 
carbon dioxide (CO,) to produce 
sugar, the basic building block of 
plant tissue. In order to manufacture 
chlorophyll the plant requires light. 
Since chlorophyll is constantly being 
broken down and replaced as part of 
the life process, plants which are de- 
prived of light become pale green and 
eventually turn almost yellow. 

This is not a healthy state for the 
plants to be in, as they are basically 
starved of food and living off reserves. 
In a section of a garden where the sole 
light was broken for 10 days, buds 
were attacked by fungus while plants 
in the other sections remained 
healthy. Depriving plants of light not 
only uses up their sugar andstarch re- 
‘serves, but also halts all growth, since 
growth is dependent on photosynthe- 
sis and the energy of light. 

The “cured” cannabis imported 
from Thailand and Colombia loses its 
green color after it is picked. The buds 
are placed in piles and exposed to the 
sun while they undergo a controlled 
anaerobic fermentation. Within a few 
days the chlorophyll is destroyed, 
leaving the other pigments to lend 
their yellow and red colors to the tis- 
sue.

politics working as a volunteer for both 
John and Robert Kennedy's presidential 
campaigns. In the early '70s, he left the 
world of entertainment to become a 
lobbyist for the Canteen Corporation. 
During this period, he served as a 
member of the Democratic National 
Committee, and helped write the plat- 
form for George McGovern's campaign. 
“| was a pablum-puker back then,” 
he admits. 

Downey's roots in Roman Catholi- 
cism, his financial success as a vi 
president for Canteen, and his growing 
conservatism all led to a split with the 
Democratic Party in 1976, shortly after 
Jimmy Carter was elected President. 

In 1980, he became a national can- 
didate for the short-lived American In- 
dependent Party, running as an anti- 
abortionist. A year later, he obtained a 
mail-order Ph.D. in political science 
from Valley Christian University, a non- 
accredited school located in Fresno, 
California. The school is a one-man 
operation run by Robert L. Poston. When 
asked about the program, Poston 
assured HIGH TIMES of its rigorous 
standards. “I don’t know of anyone 
who's completed the Ph.D. program in 
less than a year,” said Poston. (Valley 
Christian University has since moved to 
Georgia for tax purposes.) 

Although Downey has no real college 
degree, he began billing himself as Dr. 
Downey. His career as a radio talk show 
host began in Cleveland on October 20, 
1984. Within a year he'd received several 
death threats and was even shot at, but 
his show was a ratings success, and 
Downey was soon lured away to WMAQ 
in Chicago, where he remained until 
November 1987. 

Downey has been married three times 
and has three daughters. Knighted by 
the Vatican for his efforts against abor- 
tion and other humanitarian causes, he 
also has published a book of poetry. 

“Mort will do anything to become a 
star,” says a former business associate 
who wishes to remain anonymous. 
“He's a great actor, and he's very media 
sawy. He knows how to play to the 
camera and can argue both sides of an 
issue equally well.” 

Although Downey's initial ratings 
haven't been all that impressive, he has 
garnered an unusual amount of publici- 
ly, and tickets for the show— limited to 
150—have been hard to obtain. Not all 
the publicity has been good: in Decem- 
ber Downey was accused of slapping 
Andy Humm, a gay rights activist, during 
a taping of the show. The show was never 
aired, since Humm announced his inten- 
tions of suing Downey and his produc- 
ers. “I'm not claiming bodily harm, but it 
was humiliating,” says Humm, who is 
asking for $500,000 in damages. @

Dear Ed, 

| read that seltzer water is a source of 
CO,. If you lose the carbonation in the wa- 
ter, do you lose the CO,?

For the most part. A small amount of 
CO, probably remains dissolved in the 
water. 

The bubbles in seltzer water are 
formed when CO,, which is dissolved 
In the water, returns to its gaseous 
‘state. Under pressure, the water can 
hold a lot more CO,. When the pres- 
sure is released by opening the bottle, 
the water becomes super-saturated 
and releases the gas. 

While not too cost-effective for large 
plants, which use copious quantities 
of CO,, seltzer sprays are an easy way 
of supplying CO, to seedlings and 
small plants. 

By the way, there is a difference be- 
tween seltzer water and club soda. 
Club soda contains added salt, which 
Is not good for the plants. 


Dear Ed, 

After putting my females through the 
budding stage, and after harvest, can | 
get the plants into vegetative growth 
stage again to take good quality clones 
off them? How long should | wait before 
taking the cuttings. Should the cuttings 
be soaked in water 24 hours before treat- 
ing them with rooting hormone?

How long must you leave rejuvenated 
plants in their vegetative stage to achieve 
maximum potency?

Plants can be regenerated after har- 
vest by putting the lights back on con- 
tinuous cycle. Make sure to leave 
some green leaves on the plants or 
they will not grow. You can take cut- 
tings once the plants reach an ade- 
quate size for your purposes. Treat the 
cuttings with rooting hormone when 
you place them in thelr rooting space. 

The regeneration cycle looks like 
the plants are starting their growth al 
over again. The first leaves are singl 
fingered. The next set has three fin- 
gers and the next five or seven. 
However, the plant's infrastructure 
(root system and stems) are already in 
place so the plant can put Its energy 
Into leaf production. 


Dear Ed, 
Iread about the Sea of Green method 
which seems ideal. | took 80 cuttings.On 
40 of the cuttings | used the S.S.S.C. 
method—18 hours of light a day. On the 
other 40 | used continuous light. Twenty- 
one days later I had nine plants rooted us- 
ing the S.S.S.C technique. They looked 
very sick and weak. 
On the other hand, the 40 with continu- 
ous light all rooted and are looking great. 
My question is how many plants can | 
grow per square foot?

Thanks for the experimental report 


If you use 4-inch containers, you 
can grow 9 plants per square foot. 
These will start crowding each other 
unless they are flowered when they 
are 6-9 inches tall. 

Dear Ed, 

I've been an outdoor grower for ten 
years. I’ve got good strains of pure indica 
and indica-sativa which | developed. 

Last year | ran into the best Thai weed | 
have ever seen. It was solid gold 6-10" 
buds. It was almost seedless. Fortuna- 
tely, | found 20 mature seeds. | started 10 
‘of them on April 20, in an outdoor green- 
‘house. By October 1st, | had 12 foot-tall 
beauties. 

The problem is that | live in western 
Massachusetts and the frost was due 
anytime. The plants showed no sign of 
sex. How can | use the Thai in my breed- 
ing program? 

—Pioneer Valley Purple Man 

Western Massachusetts 
‘Thal weed has a peculiar flowering cy- 
cle. The female produces flowers over 
an extended period of time. Most of 
the marijuana in Thailand is grown in 
the Khorat Plateau in the northeast. 
This Is between the 14th and 18th par- 
allels. At the 15th parallel there is only 
about a two hour difference between 
summer and winter. Obviously, th 
light cycle does not play as critical a 
role in Thal flowering asin higher latl- 
tude plants. 

The easiest way to use Thais in 
breeding Is to grow them Indoors or 
outdoors under controlled lighting 
conditions so that they receive only 
10-11 hours of light once they are 
forced to flower. Expect a four to eight 
week period before male flowers are 
ripe. Collect and save the pollen for 
fertilizing the females that are to be 
crossed. 

Thai plants tend to be hermaphro- 
ditic, so the most successful crosses 
will be made pollinating a female Thai 
which does not have male flowers with 
a male from the other variety to be hy- 
bridized. Once pollinated It will take 
the plants six to eight weeks to deve- 
lop ripened seed.

Dear Ed, 

I have some suggestions for growers 
who are gone from their grow rooms for 
extended periods of time. 

One reader wrote in suggesting that a 
GFCI circuit was necessary. | say itis ni 
ther necessary nor desirable. The main 
purpose behind a GFCI circuit is to pro- 
tect people from electrical shock. If you 
get between electricity and a wet floor, a 
GFClis more sensitive and will trip to pro- 
tect you. A regular breaker might allow 
you to fry ina similar situation, but stand- 
ard breakers do protect against dead 
electrical shorts—the kind that cause 
fires. 

This is the upshot: If this gentle reader 
equips his room with GFCI circuits, he is 
likely to come back to dead plants simply 
because an electrical storm tripped his 
GFC''s, they are that sensitive. My sug- 
gestion is to use good wiring practices 
and not overload any circuits. Remem- 
ber, we all take electrical risks every time 
we leave our homes. 

‘Another thing | would suggest is the 
use of a large water/nutrient container for 
the hydroponic system. | dislike valving 
into the water supply. If something breaks 
with the container system, you can only 
do 25 or 30 gallons worth of water da- 
mage, maximum, whereas it's unlimited 
the other way. | feel comfortable leaving 
for two weeks at a time. In fact, | just got 
back from a ten-day vacation with no 
problems. 

Regarding the reader whose clones 
are not rooting well: Is it possible that 
rooting solutions lose potency with age?

Thanks for the info, Rasta. 
Yes, it is possible for the chemicals 
in the rooting preparations to lose po- 
tency. It is best to use fresh material. 
One way to retard staleness is to keep 
the rooting hormones refrigerated.

graphic arts, McCay was hassled by big 
boss William Randolph Hearst, Sr., and 
forced to illustrate lame-limbed politico- 
editorial pieces written by an advisor of 

| Hearst's. 

But the star of this show is Winsor 
McCay's art. It’s high, wide, powerful, 
and—more often than not—psychedelic.

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Sleaze, Gore, 
Splatter, & More

TRASH MOVIE FANS! Where can you 
find useful, up-to-date information about 
the constant barrage of horror/ 
exploitation/sleaze movies and videos?? _| 
Maybe you buy slick national magazines, 
but Cinefantastique is too mainstream 
and expensive, and Fangoria spends too 


much time on gore effects. Neither mag 
has enough opinions. Filmfax is good, but | 
only covers older movies. 

For info on new movies that | call 
"Psychotronic”’ you have to turn to 
fanzines—those money-losing, xeroxed, 
stapled, mail-order publications put out 
by people who really care. With no 
advertisers, publishers or editors 
breathing down their necks, fanzine 
writers can be as opinionated, 
incoherent, insulting, and stupid as they 
want. If they don’t like something, you 
know it. 

Science fiction and horror fanzines 
have been around for a long time, but in 
1980 anew style ‘zine movement was 
started in the New York area by some 
bored, lowlife scum office workers who. 
spent too much time lurking on 42nd St. 
The infamous Sleazoid Express was first. 
Bill Landis’ publication eventually 
mutated into an indescribable, 
unflinching, hardcore look at life at the 
bottom. It’s no longer published, but 
armchair thrillseekers now pay for third 
generation copies of rare original issues. 
Rick Sullivan started Gore Gazette (No. 
100 should be out by now) as a reaction 
to Sleazoid reviews he didn’t agree with. 
(Landis hated Mother's Day [‘80], while 
Sullivan loved it.) The Gazette always has 
sick cover photos, is usually four pages 
long, and is now available in an 
unauthorized Italian edition (!). (Gore 
Gazette, c/o Rick Sullivan, 496 Hazel St., 
Clifton, NJ 07011.) 

Having the time and cash to keep 
these rags going is a nearly impossible 
task, and many other early ‘80s 
publications gave up after a while. The 
best of the now-collectible ex-'zines are 
Trashola (from San Francisco), 
Confessions of a Trash Fiend (Old Bridge, 
New Jersey), Chicago Shivers, The 
Splatter Times (Cookeville, Tennessee), 
‘and my own weekly Psychotronic, which 
covered movies shown on television in 
the New York area. 

My favorite guide that’s still published 
is Slimetime, a monthly ten (or more)- 
page look at new and old theatrical and 
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video releases. Slimetime often has 
special features (biker movies, LSD 
movies, Blaxploitation, etc.), is published 
on time, reviews other ‘zines and actually 
makes me laugh sometimes (instead of 
making me wonder when the editor is 
going to become a serial killer). 
(Slimetime, c/o Steve Pulchalski, 1108 E 
Genesee St. #103, Syracuse, NY 

13210.) 

While some fanzines are published on 
avery irregular basis, I’m not sure if 
others still come out at all. Here are some 
sure bets worth subscribing to:

Filthy Fuck Tunes 
by James Marshall 


2 Live Crew’s “We Want Some Pussy” 
is ushering in a new era of sexist filth. 


People have been singing about 
fucking ever since people started 
singing. If Reagan-era repression, 
AIDS, and evil X-ian evangelists have 
had any effect on music, it's through. 
the dirty “party disc” comeback. 
These filthy, crude discs, usually 
made by blacks and hillbillies 
(including such respected figures as 
the father of gospel music Thomas A. 
Dorsey, who was the co-author of one 
of the '20s biggest smut-blues ditties, 
“Tight Like That”, and former 
Louisiana governor Jimmie “You Are 
My Sunshine" Davis, who began his 
career howling about poontang in 
such gritty country discs as “Tomcat & 
Pussy Blues” and "Red Nightgown 
Blues”), have been around since the 
start of recorded music. 

Guys like Miami's Blowfly have 
been keeping the tradition alive 
through the conservative '80s, but all 
of a sudden, in the grim year of our 
lord 1987, three big hits—all filthy 
fuck tunes—have hit the white- 
washed charts, and 1988 may be a 
banner year for such mess. 

The best record of last year by 
Florida rappers 2 Live Crew was a 
totally filthy ditty called "We Want 
Some Pussy” (Luke Skyywalker), a 
record so fine that a store clerk in 
Florida was arrested for selling it toa 
minor. A monotonous B-box beat and 
two-chord guitar riff set the tone for 


my new favorite duo. Not since Jimmy 
Reed told his girlfriend he'd rather 
see her gangbanged than dumping 
him in "My First Plea” (from I'm Jimmy 
Reed, on Vee Jay, for you collectors) 
has anybody been so blunt. 


Me and my homies like to play this 
game, 

Some call it Amtrak but we call it 
the train. 

We all line up in asingle file line, 

And take our turn at waxin’ girls 
behinds. 


—and it gets dirty from there. 

Clarence Carter has been around 
forever. He was one of the original 
Muscle Shoals soul giants scoring 
megahits like "Patches" and "Slip 
Away’ (do look for his ‘68 X-mas disc 
“Back Door Santa"—I ain't like ole St. 
Nick/He don’t come but once a year— 
fora real thrill, tho;). Lots of folks 
were surprised when he scored a 
major comeback hit last year with a 
fantastic soul-fuck disc on his own 
tiny Ichiban label out of Atlanta, 

Ga. 

But anyone who hears “Strokin™ 
will understand that even in this 
mega-corporate music industry, 
genius is bound to fight its way 
through the dreck now and again. An 
updated (programmed drums, synth 
bass) Muscle Shoals beat is laid 
down, over which CC plays some 
pigshit bluesy guitar and works his 
way into an ode to his choad that will 
astound you. 

The Cajun revival of the last few 
years seems mostly like a yuppie 
dining experience, although it's nice 
that great, cajun, zydeco men like 
Clifton Chenier and Rockin’ Dopsie 
are making some money out of it. 
Well, who comes out of the woodwork 
showing real class but Boozoo Chavis 
(who?), accordion-stomping black 
cajun, who scored a minor R&B hit in 
‘51 with the totally moronic “Paper In 
My Shoe’ (Imperial). His latest, 
eacon Jones” (Komeday)—a 
regional smash—is a driving 
accordion-stomper, sung in English, 
sort of; he has the heaviest French- 
Cajun accent I've ever heard. The 
theme is the age-old preacher-with-a- 
hard-on motif—Deacon Jones was a 
fuckin’ fool/fucked his teacher on the 
first day of school, etc. I played this 
masterpiece on the radio a good halt- 
dozen times before anybody caught 
on.

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Mississippi Catfish 
by Chef Ra 


Catfish has been a food staple for 
“downhome” folks in the South and 
Midwest for many years. Like carp 
(which was brought from Germany 
during the ’30s), much of our catfish 
was raised in fisheries and then 
released into the muddy Mississippi to 
help feed the starving poor. 

Chef Ra has caught some pretty big 
ones in his day—three feet long and 
‘over 10 pounds. | often use nothing 
but a makeshift pole and a few worms, 
but there are actually three traditional 
methods for catfishing: jugging, trot 
lining, and hogging. 

Jugging is the most fun, ‘specially 
when done late at night. All that’s 
needed is a boat, some one-gallon 
plastic jugs, and a few hooks. Tie a 
short line and hook to each jug and 
bait the hooks with minnows, 
nightcrawlers, or cheese. (Catfish are 
bottom feeders, which means they'll 
swallow just about anything that 
smells.) After the hooks are baited and 
the jugs are thrown overboard, it’s time 
to sit back, smoke a spliff, and enjoy 
the cool night air, while waiting for the 
catfish to bite. Before long, you'll be 
chasing those jugs up and down the 
river for hours. (It helps if you bring 
along a flashlight.) 

Trot lining is for the more serious 
minded—those looking for a big haul. 
Atrot line has around 50 hooks and is 
much longer than the average fishing 
line. After the hooks are baited, the line 
is set by wading out into shallow 
backwaters and securing both ends of 
the line to the riverbank. Since catfish 
bite at night, it’s best to leave the trot 
line out all night. With any luck, most of 
the hooks will snag a catfish by 
morning 

Hogging is the most dangerous 
method. | don’t recommend it, but it 


remains a popular sport in southern 


Illinois. Really big catfish often hang 
out under logs and overhangs around 
the riverbank. During the spring, when 
| the water is cold, the fish are slow and 
sluggish. If you know a spot favored by 
big fish, you can stick your hand in the 
muddy water and feel around for one. 
| The object is to get your hand inside 
the fish's mouth, hook your finger 
through a gill, and yank the fish out of 
the water. I’ve seen 40-pounders pulled 
out by this method. I’ve also heard of 
guys getting pulled into the water by a 
catfish too big to hog. Since catfish 
don’t have teeth—just a little 
sandpaper on the jaw—there’s no 
| danger of being bitten. However, there 
is the danger of disturbing a snapping 
turtle or water moccasin, which is why 
| you won't catch Chef Ra participating 
in such a macho sport. 


| Mississippi Poisson ala Ra 
11/2 pound channel catfish (substitute 
bass or crappie) 
3 cups vegetable oil 
2 cups cornmeal 
1 can beer 
| 1 tablespoon pepper 


Remove skin from fish. Wash fish. Dip 
fish into a bow filled with beer. Remove 
| fish from beer and place into a paper bag 
containing cornmeal and pepper. Shake, 
rattle, and roll until fish is coated, Heat oil 
in pan and fry fish until golden brown.

Dog Star Man—is this the work 
of a charlatan? 


DOG STAR MAN (Mystic 
Fire) 

In the early '60s if you had a few willing 
friends, an 8mm camera and a spare 
basement you could turn out your own 
“cinematheque”; and with a certain 
amount of optimism and innocence you 
tried, of course, to free “art” of its 
vulgarities and turn it into something 
pure. Whatever art meant then or means 
today, | kind of miss that abstract 
independence where it meant only what 
you felt at the moment. True, a lot of 
what came out during this time (from 
Warhol, Downey, Anger, Dick Higgins, 
Ken Jacobs, the Kuchar Brothers, Jack 
Smith, etc.) are psychedelic fossils, but 
the best artist of that period, Stan 
Brakhage, survives along with his 1964 
film Dog Star Man, as an exemplary 
piece of personal filmmaking. The 
reactions to Brakhage are baffling; a 
reverential name to his occasional 
defenders, others use Brakhage as an 
‘example to denounce the whole '60s 
‘experimental filmmaking movement as 
silly and amateurish. Even at the time, 
the same critics who fell into comas. 
during Warhol's The Chelsea Girls (only 
to trip over themselves with wordy praise 
after) attacked Brakhage as a charlatan 
passing off home movies as aesthetic 
art. Ifat first Dog Star Man appears to 
mean nothing, it isn’t deliberate like 
Bunuel’s Un Chien Andalou, which was 
made with the intention of meaning 
nothing. Brakhage is paying tribute to 
our simple existence as he lingers over 
landscapes of the Earth and the human. 
body, over flesh and water and sky and 
babies and dogs and the sun. It's the 
universe, the heart, and the soul in a 75- 
minute flicker of images asking what 
Man can achieve during life and ascend 
to after death. Brakhage never presses 
us for an answer and even better, he 
never assumes the responsibility of 
answering for us. 


THE CONQUEROR 
WORM (Thorne/EMi) 


‘One of the few films Vincent Price 
played straight in the ‘60s and one of his 
best in a fifty-year career. As the pitiless 
and sadistic Matthew Hopkins, the self- 
appointed Witchfinder General, Price 
‘scours the English countryside randomly 
executing suspects for profit and 
pleasure. Although wildly condemned for 
its brutality, violence in horror films has 
rarely been used as legitimately as it is 
here. It was only the third film for director 
Michael Reeves, after which—at the age 
of 25—he died from a barbiturate 
overdose. (1968) 


CURSE OF THE DEMON 
(RCA/Columbia) 


Astarchy and sceptical American 
psychologist investigating a man’s death 
becomes involved in a necromancer's 
summoning of the devil, and when it 
appears—all thirty stories of it floating in 
a belch of clouds. and thunder—it can 
make anyone a believer. After all the 
hyperbole of the modern horror film, the 
sinister calm of Jacques Tourneur's 
1957 masterpiece becomes an object 
lesson in how movies can scare. With 
Dana Andrews and Peggy Cummins. 


SIESTA (Lorimar) 

Unlike most bad movies, Siesta is 
so truly, profoundly, unconventionally 
terrible that it actually gives people 
much to talk about. Ellen Barkin, a 
skydiver, (lots of metaphors on 
falling) wakes up bruised and bloody 
near an airport landing strip and 
calmly prepares for a flashback to 
find out why. There are also 
flashforwards (within the flashbacks 
as well, I think) and to make things 
more confusing Barkin wears the 
‘same red dress throughout making it 
impossible to tell just where we are in 
the story. Confusion may be the point: 
in one scene, a double for co-star 
Jodie Foster is so clearly not Jodie 
that I was sure a statement was being 
made about identity problems. All our 
confusion and all our questions are 
tied up ina twist ending so silly that 
the audience’s jaws were in full drop. 
Along with Barkin and Foster, the cast 
includes Grace Jones, Martin Sheen, 
and Isabella Rossellini, so clearly 
director Mary Lambert must know 
someone. @
